Encamped at Rubi with the Troops 
Accompanying Him, 


HAVANA, Nov. 11.—Telegraphic advices 
have been received here from Col. Gara- 
mendi, at Guanajay, that Gen. Weyler and 
the troops accompanying him are encamped 
in the hills at Rubi. Col. Garamendi urges 
that a steamer be sent to Cabanas to convey 
to Havana seven officers and fifty-four pri- 
vates of the Spanish Army, who are suffer- 
ing from wounds received in an engage- 
ment the details of which are not given.

THE PRESIDENT PLEASED 


SETTLEMENT OF VENEZUELAN 
MATTER A VICTORY. 





Many Congratulations Received—Ven- 


ezuela Practically Ignored in the 
Final Negotiations—Further 
Delays Necessary. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—Telegrams of 
congratulation on the peaceable settlement 
of the Venezuelan controversy are pouring 
in on the President. 

Though the concessions made by Great 
Britain are not all that were at first de- 
manded, her agreeing to arbitrate the ques- 
tion at all, even in its qualified form, is 
regarded by the Administration as a decided 
victory for this country. 

The President finds further satisfaction 
in the result because it is, in ‘this opinion, 
an assurance that a general treaty of arbi- 
tration between this country and Great 
Britain will now be concluded before the 
expiration of his term. He is keenly desir- 
ous of negotiating such a treaty. It will 
be considered a guarantee of peace between 
the two greatest nations of the world for 
all time. Moreover, it will pave the way 
for similar ‘treaties between this and others 
of the great powers, a consummation de- 
voutly to be wished. 

There is already speculation as to the 
membership of the American part of the 
commission. The prevailing opinion among 
public men here seems to be that the two 
will be taken from the Venezuela Commis- 
sion, and that Justice Brewer and Fred- 
eric R. Coudert are the most likely ones 
to be so honored, 





THE ARBITRATION COMMISSION, 


King Oscar of Sweden Will Probably 
Be the Fifth Member. 


LONDON, Noy. 11.—Information comes 
from the Foreign Office that King Oscar II. 
of Sweden and Norway will be asked to act 
as the fifth member of the board of arbi- 
tration to which the Venezuelan boundary 
dispute will be referred for settlement. 

The officials of the Foreign Office take ex- 
ceptions to the statements which have been 
made that Venezuela will not be represent- 
ed directly in the arbitration tribunal. The 
Foreign Office authorities suggest that 
there is still doubt whether Venezuela will 
have her own member of the tribunal. At 
any rate, Great Britain regards the United 
States’ representatives as acting for Vene- 
zuela. 

It is understood that Lord Esher will re- 
tire from the office of Master of the Rolls 
early in 1897, and that Sir Richard E. Web- 
ster, Attorney General, will succeed him. 
Sir Robert B. Finlay, Solictor General, will 
conduct the case of Great Britain before 
the Venezuelan Arbitration Commission. 
Sir Edward Clarke is debarred from taking 
any part in the proceedings, in consequence 
of his recent speeches unfavorable to the 
British contentions, 





ADMIRAL BUNCE’S FLEET, 


The Squadron Will Go to Venezuela 
in a Few Weeks. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11. — Admiral 
Bunce’s squadron will go to Venezuela in a 
few weeks, unless a radical departure is 
made in the plans perfected at the Navy 
Department to-day, when the Admiral 
came down from New-York under summons 
from his superiors and devoted the entire 
day to discussion of the complex considera- 
tions that are understood to be inseparable 
from the cruise. The object of Admiral 
Bunce’s new orders is declared to be with- 
out any significance in the foreign affairs 
of the United States, but relates altogether 
to the necessities of effective naval admin- 
istration. 

The Gulf of Mexico offers the most ad- 
mirable theatre for Winter operations, but 
the authorities have agreed that on ac- 
count of its nearness to Cuba the presence 
of so large a force in the Gulf would cer- 
tainly be misinterpreted at Madrid. When 
it was finally conceded that the fleet must 
be held together and that evolutions must 
be had, the only waters where the ships 
could be always in ready call for hurried 
return to this coast if needed was found in 
that part of the Atlantic near the mouth of 
the Orinoco and at the entrance of the Ca- 
ribbean Sea, well away from Havana, 

According to present understanding, the 
fleet will be at Hampton Roads most of 
December and will start South before 
Christmas. 





PRESIDENT GILMAN TALKS, 


The War Cloud with Which the Year 
Opened Dissipated. 


BALTIMORE, Nov. 11.—President Gilman 
of Johns Hopkins University, and one of the 
members of the Venezuelan Commission, 
was asked to-day for his opinion as to 
whether the effect of the published decision 
was to make the Monroe doctrine interna- 
tional law or to establish a virtual protector- 
ate on the part of this country over Ven- 
ezuela. He declared: himself very unwilling 
to be interviewed until more definite infor- 
mation as to the provisions of the treaty 
was in his possession. Finally, however, he 
made the following statement: 

“It is obvious that all the data requisite 
to the formation of an opinion have not 
yet been made public by the United States 
of Great Britain; but enough has been 
said to show that the principle of arbitra- 
tion is heartily accepted by both nations, 
and that they are very near in complete 
accord upon the best method of procedure, 
if, indeed, they are not absolutely so. 

“It will be time enough to consider the 
relations of the correspon@ence between 
Lord Salisbury and Mr. Olney to the recog- 
nition of the Monroe doctrine when that 
correspondence is published. All that need 
be said at the moment is that the Adminis- 
tration, in every difficult and embarrassing 
controversy, has succeeded in securing a 
concert of action between the parties inter- 
ested, and that this is in the interest of 
peace and international good will. The war 
cloud with which the year opened has 
been dissipated by arguments, investiga- 
tons, anc concessions.” 





FREDERIC R. COUDERT RETURNS. 
Thinks the Venezuelan Dispute Will 


Be Finally Settled Soon,

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EDWARD GAY WHITE’S ARREST. 


The Man Who Is Charged with Get-| 


‘ting Money Under False Pretenses. 


RICHMOND, Va., Nov. 11.—Edward Gay 
White, who was arrested in Norfolk yes- 
terday, charged with obtaining $6,000 under 
false pretenses from H. Dalton Lipscomb, 
‘a sporting man of Baltimore, is well known 
and highly connected here. 

Lipscomb was in Norfolk to-day, and was 
a witness at the examination of White. His 
testimony was that the accused was given 
the mcney to be used in establishing a book- 
making concern. When White went on the 
stand he asserted that Lipscomb gave him 
the $6,000 to bet on races at Pimlico, and 
that he lost it in these ventures. He was 
held to await a requisition from the Mary- 
land authorities. The Grand Jury in Balti- 
more has indicted White. 

This young man claims to have been con- 
nected at various times as sporting reporter 
with New-York and Chicago newspapers. 
He is only about twenty-three years old 
and quite bright. Two years ago White 
eloped with and married Miss Ada Johnson, 
a pretty brunette of Richmond, the daugh- 
ter of an estimable gentleman. The couple, 
after their romantic marriage, went imme- 
diately to New-York, where the newspapers 
printed a graphic account of the event. 
Shortly after his arrival in New-York, 
White and his wife departed for Chicago. 
In that city White got into trouble by 
shooting a newspaper writer for attentions 
to his wife. He was, however, acquitted. 
White said to-day in Norfolk that he does 
not know his wife’s whereabouts. They are 
not living together now. 





SOPHELIA SNYDER’S MONEY 


Her Alleged Husband May Not Secure 
It After All, 


POUGHKEEPSIE, Nov. 11.—A contest has 
been started in Surrogate Dorland’s Court 
over the disposition of $7,000 of personal 
property on deposit in the Poughkeepsie 
Bank to the credit of the estate of Sophelia 
Snyder, who died a year ago in Roosevelt 
Hospital, New-York. It was supposed until 
lately that the money would go to one 
Louis Snyder, alleged husband of the de- 
ceased, who put in his claim shortly after 
Sophelia Snyder’s death, and jointly with 
Cashier Jerome Dey of the Poughkeepsie 
Bank received letters of administration 
upon the estate. 

Snyder’s title to the property is now at- 
tacked by parties from Sioux City, Iowa. 
The claim is set up that Louis Snyder was 
not the husband of Sophelia Snyder, and it 
is further maintained that her name was 
not Snyder, but Bassett. After hearing 
Burr and Johnston of Andes, Delaware 
County, counsel for the claimants, Surro- 
gate Dorland has granted an order direct- 
ing the administrators to show cause why 
they should not be removed. 

The order is returnable on Nov. 24, the 
hearing having been postponed until that 
date because the applicants claim that their 
witnesses are employed on an ocean steam- 
ship and are only in port at intervals. 





THREE KILLED BY NAPHTHA. 


Result of an Explosion in a Worces- 
ter Factory. 


WORCESTER, Mass., Nov. 11.—Three 
men, who were burned in the explosion of 
the water-gas retort at the straw factory 
of William Knowlton & Son, at West Upton, 
yesterday afternoon, are all dead—Thomas 
Williamson, Fred G. Buhiman, and John 
Williamson. 

The explosion occurred in a small two- 
story brick structure located in the rear of 
the straw factory of William Knowlton & 
Sons. 

The plant was tested yesterday afternoon, 
and while the test was in progress Buhl- 
man discovered a slight leak in the retort 
in which naphtha is heated preparatory to 
uniting it with the gas, and it was necessary 
to draw out the naphtha in the retort. At 
the time there was a fire under a generator 
which was place bout twelve feet from 
the retort. The door to the furnace was 
opened slightly. Buhlman, Nelson, and the 
two Williamson brothers attempted to draw 
the naphtha from the retort into a pail by 
means of an iron pipe. The fumes of the 
naphtha filled the space between. the retort 
and small crack in the furnace door and 
the explosion followed. 





FOUND BURIED IN TWO GRAVES. 


An Unknown Woman Discovered in a 
Missouri Field. 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Nov. 11.—The body of 
a young woman was found buried to-day 
in a field near the city. It had been cut 
in two at the waist, and carried to the field 
in gunny sacks, where two separate graves 
were made, the head and trunk being placed 
in one and the lower part of the body in 
another. The burial place was near the 
insane asylum, and the employes there saw 
two.men ride into the field last night on 
horseback. They dismounted and opened 
the graves with a spade. After looking at 
the face of the corpse they rode away, leav- 
ing the graves uncovered. The asylum em- 
ployes went to the place to-day and found 
the body. No one has identified the body, 
and it is believed to have been brought 
from some other place. 

That a murder has been committed there 
is little doubt, and an investigation is being 
made by the Coroner and police. 





ARCHBISHOP IRELAND LAUGHS. 


He Ridicules the Report that He Is 
to be Removed. 


ST. P&UL, Minn., Nov. 11.—The widely- 
spread report that Archbishop Ireland would 
be called to Rome and disciplined for his 
recent letter on the political situation in 
this country created a sensation here, but 
the Archbishop’s friends place no belief in 
it. 

When the prelate was shown the pub- 
lished story, he openly laughed at it, and 
said it was so ridicuious that he would not 
dignify it by a denial. 

Archbishop Ireland’s friends deny em- 
phatically that there is any likelihood of his 
removal from the See of St. Paul because of 
his action. 





Mortgage on the Plankinton House. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 11.--The Piank- 
inton House has been mortgaged to the 
Northwestern Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany for $100,000. The instrument was 
signed by Anna B. and William Packin- 
ton, trustees of the estate of John Plank- 
inton. The mortgage runs for five years 
and bears 5 per cent. interest. It Is said to 
have been executed to straighten out some 
important real estate deals made by the 





SENATOR FAIR’S PENCIL WILL. 


Plenty of Evidence to Prove that It 
Is a Forgery. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 11.—The children 
of the late Senator James G. Fair believe 
they have at last, after many months of la- 
bor and the expenditure of thousands of 
dollars, secured the evidence that will prove 
the will alleged to have been executed by 
Senator Fair on Sept. 24, 1894, which is 
known as the pencil or Craven will—a 
forgery. This document provides for sun- 
dry bequests to Mrs. Nettie R. Craven of 
San Francisco, who claims to have been 
the contract wife of the late Senator. 

Charles Fair and his attorneys expect to 
overwhelm the defenders of the pencil will 
with a mass of unassailable facts. It is 
claimed that the deceased millionaire was a 
guest of the Parisian Hotel, San Rafael, on 
Sept. 24, 1894, and could not have been at 
the residence of Mrs. Craven, when the will 
is supposed to have been drawn up and 
signed, at the hour alleged by that lady. 
It is asserted that the detectives of the 
local police force have unearthed strong 
evidence to establish the Senator’s where- 
abouts on the date mentioned, and that the 
hotel register bears his autograph among 
a number of others on the page set apart 
for that day. 

Witnesses will be placed on the stand to 
Swear they saw the millionaire in San 
Rafael at the precise time when the will 
is supposed to have been Signed, and these 
witnesses will present strong reasons for 
having cause to remember his visit. 





THE BREAD CAME BACK. 


£x-Secretary Foster’s Reward for an 
Act of Kindness. 


FOSTORIA, Ohio, Nov. 11.—Many years 
ago, when his father built the house now 
occupied by Charles Foster’s mother, the 
contractor was a man named Johnson, who 
in some way became involved so that his 
home was to be sold by the Sheriff. Learn- 
ing of the man’s trouble, Charles Foster, 
afterward Secretary of the Treasury, ad- 
vanced the money to release the mortgage, 
with little, if any, hope of ever getting any 
return. 

After a time Mr. Johnson went West and 
passed out of the minds of his friends here, 
and has since died. Before his death, how- 
ever, he told his sons how Mr. Foster had 
befriended him and how grateful he felt 
for the service. The sons prospered and 
Mr. Foster failed. They invested a large 
amount—$50,000, it is said—in smelting 
works between Denver and Cripple Creek 
in Mr. Foster’s name, but said nothing to 
Mr. Foster until the’success of the project 
was fully assured. 

Mr. Foster has been made a Director in 
the concern and has gone to Denver to at- 
tend a meeting of the Directors. It is said 
that the works are paying large dividends. 





ANOTHER SUIT INSTITUTED. 


The Bay State Gas Company of Dela- 
ware Again a Defendant. 


WILMINGTON, Del., Noy. .11.—Another 
suit was instituted in the United States 
*Court this afternoon against the Bay State 
Gas Company.of Delaware and J. Edward 
Addicks and ‘W. E. L. Dillaway. 

The statement of the suit, which asks 
that receivers be appointed for the Dela- 
ware Company, is similar to that of the case 
recently brought by William Buchanan of 
Boston. The petitioners this time are God- 
frey Morse, Georgie L. Morse, executrix of 
the estate of the late Leopold Morse; Flor- 
ence J. Logan, Paul K. Lincoln, 1d the 
Boston Loan Company, all of Boston. An 
injunction is also asked to prevent the dis- 
posal of any of the assets of the company. 

The first Monday in December was fixed 
as the date of the hearing on the applica- 
tion. The petitioners are represented by 
J. H. Hoffecker, Jr., of this city and Benja- 
min L. M. Tower of Boston.

A Harbor-Defense Convention to As- 
semble at Tampa, 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla., Nov. 11.—Gov.

In the interest, there- 
fore, of this important subject, we respect- 
fully request your Excellency to honor this 
convention with your presence, and also 
to appoint delegates from your common- 
wealth to attend the same.”

Carried by One Vote—Celebration by 
the Victors. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Nov. 11.—The only pre- 
cinct or township in Kansas carried by 
Palmer and Buckner is Dudley Township, 
in Haskell County, in the ‘“‘ Short Grass” 
country. In that township five Democrats 
voted the Indianapolis ticket, and carried 
it by one plurality. Against this, Mc-

John Sherman of Ohio, Mayor Strong, 
Mayor Wurster and ex-Mayor Schieren of 
Brooklyn, Col. Fred D. Grant, and Murat 
Halstead. A large number of ladies were in 
the gallery. 

Senator Sherman was the principal speak- 
er, and his speech hadssome of the old 
time partisan ring. He made a fierce at- 
tack on the Administration of President 
Cleveland, and though there was a little 
derisive laughter when the President’s 
name was mentioned, and a little applause 
when the speaker’s invective was particu- 
larly bitter, this part of the speech was 
received by most of the audience with 
frigid silence. The rest of the speech was 
liberally applauded. 

Mr. Berri opened the speech making with 
an enthusiastic tribute to the sound-money 
Democrats, which was warmly cheered. 

Senator Sherman was given a cordial re- 
ception when he arose to speak. He said 
he had been caught unawares, and did not 
know he was to be present until shortly 
before.” His voice was husky and weak, 
and at times it was difficult to hear him. 

He congratulated the club on the election 
of McKinley, and told of the early days 
and early public life of the President-elect. 
He said he knew him perhaps better than 
any one else. present, and the couniry 
might well be proud of him. 

“The election of William McKinley,” he 
said, ‘‘ was not effected by the Republican 
Party alone. The Republican Party was 
divided in the campaign, and we have got 
to give great credit to a large portion of 
the Democratic Party. [Great applause.] 
William McKinley was the choice of the 
conservative people of this country. The 
great Democratic Party, and the greater 
Republican Party coalesced to save the 
country from the dangerous doctrines of 
Mr. Bryan.” 

He said Bryan was in some respects a 
brilliant man, but his principles were de- 
structive. 

‘“*I thank God,” he said, “‘ that sectional 
lines are obliterated.’’ He said he expected 
soon to see every Southern State unite with 
Maryland, Kentucky, and West Virginia, in 
becoming Republican. 

“ Another thing is now to be noticed, and 
that is the utter failure of the second Ad4- 
ministration of Grover Cleveland.” His 
first Administration was not a failure, he 
said, because, with a Republican Senate, he 
could do nothing bad, except put Demo- 
crats in office. The principal charge he 
made against the President was a “ tariff 
for deficit.’ 

“Although the Republican Party offered 
the President adequate support in raising 
revenue time and again, he refused it, and 
based his refusal on the false statement 
that there was no deficit.”’ 

All this is to be changed during the com- 
ing Administration, the Senator said, and 
the old business of reducing the public debt 
is to be resumed. He defined the sort of 
tariff he believes in as a tariff on such 
articles as are made in this country, 
that labor may be protected. ‘‘ The farmer 
has got to be protected along with the rest 
of our workingmen,”’ he said, 

“The income-tax law passed during this 
Administration was unjust and unreason- 
able. If a law had been passed taxing all 
incomes except those so small as to be ab- 
solutely necessary to support life, there 
would have been no just ground of com- 
plaint, and I thank God the Supreme Court 
killed the law that was a tax on industry.” 

He paid his respects to Senator Gorman, 
whom he called ‘that Maryland quack,” 
and went into a discussion of the silver 
question. ‘‘ The silver question has been 
debated ad nauseam,” he said. ‘“ The Re- 
publican Party, I want you to understand, 
is not opposed to silver. They have never 
been opnosed to silver.’’” He told how many 
hfindreds of millions of dollars worth of sil- 
ver the party had bought to show their 
friendliness to the white metal, and said 
their whole history had been one of friend- 
liness toward silver money. 

“The so-called Sherman law was passed 
only to prevent the certain passage of a 
free-silver law,’’ he said, ‘“‘ but the people 
of this country have now learned better, 
and I hope they never will coin any more 
silver dollars till they can put enough 
metal in them to make them equal to 
gold dollars. It would be dishonest to do 
otherwise. ’’ This last sentence got loud ap- 
plause, the first applause given to the Sen- 
ator’s silver utterances. 

“Now, a word as to the future,” he said. 
The Dingley bill was introduced to help 
the Democrats. It was not a party meas- 
ure, or such a measure as the party in 
power would advance. That bill can easily 
be taken up during the remainder of this 
session, and I believe it will be taken up, 
and, after improvements, will become a law. 

‘““Now, as to an extra session. I am dead 
opposed to an extra session, and in my en- 
tire experience in public life, I have opposed 
them. The people have never approved of 
them, and have always turned out a party 
holding them at the very next election.” 

He then said he wanted to see the Nation- 
al debt paid off in a hurry, and was con- 
fident that the next Administration would 
begin it. : 

“I want to postpone altogether any re- 
vision of the tariff laws, and I want to refer 
the whole matter to an expert commission, 
and let it frame a bill to be passed. [Tre- 
mendous cheering and cries of ‘ Good, 
good.’’] What we want now is faithful gov- 
ernment, strict economy, ample revenue to 
make river and harbor and other necessary 
improvements.”’ 

He said he wanted to restore commerce, 
and if necessary was in favor of giving 
to shippers a rebate on duties for this pur- 
pose. The country is looking forward to 

the delivery of March 4, he said, and the 
resumption of prosperity which had been 
suspended since 1892.

As the end of the year approaches, the 
people of our State should yield grateful 
acknowledgment to the Giver of All Good 
for His mercy in preserving them from 
war and pestilence and from all forms of 
public calamity; for His loving kindness in 
directing their hearts and minds in behalf 
of the public welfare; for the preservation 
of social order; for the abundant crops 
yielded by the earth; for the enjoyment of 
lige under conditions which insure the ad- 
vantages of free and enlightened govern- 
ment; for educational progress and protec- 
tion in all lawful and proper endeavors to 
achieve for themselves, individually and as 
a people, intelligent advancement and ma- 
terial prosperity. 

In accordance, therefore, with established 
usage, and by virtue of authority vested in 
me by the law of this State, I, Levi P. 
Morton, Governor, do hereby designate 
Thursday, the 26th day of November, next, 
to be observed as a day of special thanks- 
giving and prayer among the people. And 
I further recommend that they refrain on 
that day, so far as may be done, from 
their usual avocations, and assemble in 
their places of worship for religious ob- 
servance and the public expression of de- 
vout thanks.

TELLER WILL STICK. 


Will Oppose a Tariff Bill Without 2 
Silver Rider. 


DENVER, Col., Nov. 211.—‘It would be 
impolitic for us to show our hands now 
and make our intent plain to the opposi- 
tion,”’ said Senator Teller to-day, when 
asked if it would be possible to pass the 
Dingley bill through the coming Senate 
without a silver rider. 

“T have received many telegrams from 
the Eastern press requesting an answer to 
this same question, but, as they evidently 
desired to misrepresent my position, I re- 
frained from replying. Speaking for my- 
self, I can frankly say I can see no reason 
why I should change the attitude I main- 
tained during the last session of Congress, 
and will again vote against the measure 
unless it carries provisions for free coinage 
of silver at a ratio of 16 to 1. 

‘‘As President Cleveland would veto any 
tariff, legislation, the Republicans will not 
insist upon ‘its passage. Under ‘these cir- 
cumstances an extra session is advisable.’’

SOCIETY OUT IN FORCE 





FIRST REALLY SUCCESSFUL DAY. 
AT THE HORSE SHOW. KS 


Faces Which Have Been Missed Seen 
Yesterday in the Boxes at the | 
Garden—Rumored Death of fe’ 
Mr. Vanderbilt Caused 
Excitement. 


A day of clouds and winds, rain, and fog, 
fortunately followed soon after nightfall by 
clearing skies and cool wins from the 
west, made the third day of.the Horse 
Show one of contrasts and changes. 

The morning session was more slimly at- 


tended, if possible, than those of Monday 
and Tuesday, but, contrary to expectations, 
the afternoon brought society out in force 
for the first time, while the evening session 
was really a gay and brilliant one—marked 
by a distinctively fashionable show in the 
seats and boxes, and a large attendance of 
the curiosity-seeking public on the prome- 
nade. 

When progress around the amphitheatre 
at the Garden™became difficult on account 
of the crowds, then the Horse Show man- 
agers smile, for this means success. It was 
said yesterday in THE Nrw-YorRK TIMES 
that the midweek day would be the crucial 
one of the show as far as its social success 
was concerned, and so it proved. There 
was an indefinable something in the social 
atmosphere, both afternoon and evening, 
that was sadly wanting on Monday and 
Tuesday. 

Fickle Dame Fashion. who had drawn 
her skirts together and passed by on the 
other side on the cpening days of the’ show, 
relented yesterday, and, attired #1 her best, 
resumed her accustomed place in the Gar- 
den. The matrons looked their best, and 
the belles smiled their sweetest smiles, 
while the army of club and society men 
was oui in full force. ‘ 
Day Costumies. 

As the afternoon was rainy, the women’s 
costumes were of dark material and some 
bre in color, only relieved by the huge 
bunches of violets which every correctly, 
attired woman at the show now wears. 

As is customary at the afternoon ses- 
sion; the society people present spent most 
of the time in promenading and exchanging 
visits, and it was interesting to watch the 
belles and beaus as they went the rounds, 
chatting, handshaking, and laughing. Mean- 
while the older men and women surveyed 
the scene from the seats and boxes and 
commented on the costumes and appear- 
ance of the society throng below them. 

There was a marked absence of a certain 
feminine element so much in evidence on 
Monday and Tuesday afternoons, and the 
blonde and bejeweled women who were 
everywhere visible on the first two after- 
noons had disappeared as if by magic. 

The Belmont, Whitney, and Oelrichs 
boxes were again empty in the afternoon, 
as their occupants remained away on ac- 
count of the deaths of the Paget child and 
Miss Julia Jay. 

It is difficult to select the belles of the 
afternoon. Miss Eleanor Sedley, Miss Kathe 
arine Duer, Miss Nannie Reeves of Balti- 
more, Miss Sturgis of Philadelphia, Mrs. 
Albert Stevens, Mrs. Frederick Benedict, 
Mrs. liver Harriman, Jr., Mrs. George 
Gould, Miss Fair, Mrs. Cooper Hewitt, Mrs.

Six o’clock came and went, and still the 
people lingered, loath to leave even with 
dinner awaiting. them.

tvents of the Evening. 

Two small sensations opened the evening 
session and caused a murmur of excitement 
in the boxes, which quickly spread to and 
ran like wildfire through the crowds all 
through the Garden. 

The first was the rumor, a revival of that 
of the afternoon, which had been quickly 
denied, that Cornelfus Vanderbilt was dead. 
This came from no reliable source that 
could be found, but, although at first dis- 
credited, it was again and again repeated 
with so much emphasis that many men left 
the Garden to verify it. It was said that 
the report had come from the New-York 
Yacht Clubhouse, near-by, but inquiries 
made there failed to verify it. 

It was fully an hour, however, before the 
report began to be fully disbelieved, and its 
effect was noticeable all through the even- 
ing. Expressions of sincere sorrow and 
regret at the supposed death of the much- 
respected millionaire were heard on all 
sides. 

The second sensation of the evening was 
of a different nature, and was caused by 
the refusal of the judges and managers to 
permit Miss Lona Barrison, the vaudeville 
artist, to enter the ring and ride her horse 
in one of the competitions. 

The question of whether Miss Barrison 
would be permitted to appear had been 
agitated for some. weeks past, but society 
had indicated she could not be prevented 
from so appearing if she was properly cos- 
tumed. Great surprise was therefore oc- 
casioned when she was refused admission 
to the ring, and the utmost curiosity Was ex- 
pressed in the boxes as to the pretext for ex: 
cluding her. It was seen that she was 
ready to enter, and from a distance her 
costume appeared to be an entirely proper 
one. Curiosity as to the grounds for her 
exclusion was not entirely satisfied, and as 
she walked. around the promenade in her 
long gray riding ulster, which she donned 
after being informed she could not enter 
the ring, she was followed by thousands 
of eyes. It was said that her exclusion was 
even more of an advertisement than her ap- 
pearance would have been. 

Brilliant Scene in the Boxes, 


So brillian was the box and seat array 
last evening that it is difficult to select any 
of those who composed it for special men- 
tion. Some of the handsomest gowns seen 
yet at the show were displayed. Miss 
Katharine Duer and Miss Fair, who were in 
the Belmont box, attracted much attention, 
Miss Duer was gowned in garnet velvet, 
with hat to match.

THE SHOW IN THE RING. 


A Hit Made by the Street Cleaning De- 
partment Men. 


One of the best features of the entire 
show, as well as a complete novelty, was 
the competition between teams from the 
Street Cleaning Department. There were 
nine of them in all, one from each section 
stable in the city. A better showing in a 
practical class could not have been ar- 
rangyd, and it was in a line of competition 
that deserves encouragement. 

The competition was intended as a com- 
pliment to the Commissioner, Col. George 
E. Waring, Jr. As is the case with every- 
body in the city except a few “ practical” 
politicians, the management of the show 
appreciates the little less than marvelous 
work which he has accomplished since he 
took hold of the department. Before he 
accepted the management, it had been a 
disorganized mob of 5,000 worthless men, 
and the particular prey of ward politicians 
seeking places for their lazy or broken- 
@owh ward workers and relatives. 

Col. Waring has converted ‘this political 
hospital into an enthusiastic army under 
Military discipline, thorough in their work, 
znd absolutely enthusiastic in their devo- 
won to the department and its chief. So 
some practical encouragement to these men 
Was given by the offering of prizes, for 
Which the workers could compete. 

A tordial recognition of the work of Col. 
Waring and his department was shown by 
ihe very fair crowd that was in the Gar- 
Gen, in spite of the rain. There was hearty 
applause from the boxes for Col. Waring 
Waren he stepped into the ring to see the 
Uisplay of his men. There was more ap- 
plause and cheers for the men themselves 
when they drove into the tanbark covered 
inclosure, as proud of their teams as were 
any of the men who later ‘ tooled”’ four- 
in-hands before the well-filled amphitheatre. 


More Stormy Weather Suits. 

Nine teams, one from each of the section 
@tables competed for the prize. The men 
Were neatly dressed in the brown water- 
proof suits they wear in stormy weather. 
Each wore his sou’wester, appropriate to 
the weather. The carts were the improved 
steel shovel-nosed dumpcarts, all painted 
white, with red running gear, and each had 
the tarpaulin cover, such as is spread over 
the loaded carts. 

There could be no better traps possible for 
the work for which they are intended. They 
were also splendidly horsed with sturdy, 
powerful grays or bays, solidly and cleanly 
harnessed, with no superfluous trappings. 
Col. Waring had a perfect right to feel 
proud of the showing made by jis men. 

The parade of the earts about the inclos- 
ure was made under Col, Waring’s direc- 
tion for the purpose of a eritical inspection 
by H.4.-Herbert, who was the judge. There 
was a continuous rattle of applause while 
the parade was in progress, for New-York 
taxpayers, who have a sort of proprietary 
interest in thé display, felt proud that the 
men who have done their work on the 
streets so perfectly should be able to carry 
themselves so well. The turnouts were an 
object lesson that might well have been 
nag carefully by the authorities of other 
cities. 

When the inspection was ended, Mr. Her- 
bert gave the first prize, $50, and the blue 
ribbon, to Daniel Donnelly of Stable I and 
his gray horse Pinochle; the second, $25, to 
John Connor and his bay horse, Colonel, of 
Stable A; the third, $15, to Patrick c- 
Gann and his brown horse Barnum, from 
Stable G, and the fourth, a white ribbon, to 
Frederick Worth of Stable H and his chest- 
nut horse Excelsior. 


Hackneys and Coachers,. 


The day was generally given over to the 
breeding classes, the hackneys and the 
French coachers, and a couple of trotting 
classes. Those which excited the most in- 
terest were the herd classes for stallions of 
both the cdaching and hackney type. These 


made a very pretty showing, each of the 
stallions being shown with four of his get. 

In the French coach class, Indre, who won 
the first prize in the open competition, was 
beaten by Perfection, whose four colts had 
all his style and action. Both horses are 
owned by the same man, M. W. Dunham. 
In the hackney class, A. J. Cassatt’s im- 
ported horse. Cadet had an easy victory 
over his competitors, his get making a fine 
show, both in style and action. 

Aside from the competition for the Street 
Cleaning .Department prizes, the feature of 
the afternoon was the competition in the 
four-in-hand class, in which there were ten 
competitors. After a sharp competition, the 
blue ribbon was awarded to O. H. P. Bel- 
mont’s team, very cleverly handled by 
Aurel Batonyi. “Fatty” Bates again 
landed in second place, and George B. 
Hulme got third honors with a team well 
shown by the amateur whip, J. H. Shults, 
Jr. Louis W. Wormser’s team of chest- 
nuts was the only other one placed by the 
judges, and they showed well up to the 
winners. 

High-Schoeol Horses Judged. 


First. on the evening programme was an 
exhibition of high-school horses, five ap- 
pearing in the ring in answer to the 
bugler’s call. But three of the lot were 
fully educated in the class, and these gave 
@ pretty exhibition, the prize being award- 


ed to Mrs. F. G. Bourne’s stallion, and 
which was ridden by Emil Antony. 

To -C. Tielenius’s stallion Prince was 
ep the second’ honors, he being shown 
y George Van Kerlonski. The latter was 
shown with bit and elaborate bridle, while 
the former was guided with a silken cord 
only. It was for this reason, in all proba- 
bility, that Mr. Clausen awarded the prizes 
as he did, for Prince was o far the better 
mannered and more graceful horse of the 
pair. But Mr. Clatisen is as competent a 
judge of horses as there is in America, and 
he must have had good reason for making 
the award as he ‘did. 

A variety actress seeking for notoriety 
wanted to show a horse in this class, riding 
astride and in a variety theatre costume. 
She was notified that she could do so if she 
eared to show the animal with a lady’s 
saddle and in proper riding habit. But as 
there would have been no sensational ad- 
vertising in this, she refused, and paraded 
on the promenade dressed in the costume 
she wears at the theatre, attracting all the 
xitention that she could,

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WOULD MAKE THE KNIGHTS OF. 
LABOR A POLITICAL BODY. 


Urges Organization in Behalf of Free 
Silver—Organized Opposition, He 
Says, Is the Only Means of 
Curbing the ‘‘ Money Power.” 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., Nov. 11.—It appears 
to be the purpose of General Master Sover- 
eign of the Knights of Labor to put the or- 
ganization of which he is the head into. pol- 
itics and to give the support of that organi- 
zation to the free-silver cause. On the as- 


sembling of the Knights of Labor to-day 
Mr. Sovereign delivered the annual ad- 
dress, saying: 

“The Knights of Labor is the only labor 
organization commanding the necessary 
machinery to hold up a great reform move- 
ment during the interim between political 
campaigns. 

“ After a struggle of twenty-seven years 
against the evils of aggregated wealth by 
our order, we are confronted with more se- 
rious problems affecting the rights and 
liberties of the industrial masses than ever 
before. 

‘**Not only have the idle speculating 
classes demonstrated their ability. to domi- 
nate productive enterprise and accumulate 
the wealth of toiling millions, but they 
have demonstrated their power to coerce 
wage workers and mortgaged farmers with 
threats of discharge and foreclosure into 
submission to their will. The autocratic 
holders of idle money have subverted the 
principles of free government by forcing 
political service from the poor as the ten- 
ure of employment. 

‘“‘In the struggle just passed, the Knights 
of Labor proved itself to be the only labor 
organization that stood like an iron wall 
before the fire of the organized money 
power of two continents. Every general 
officer and every distinct and local assembly 
of our order spurned every offer of bribery 
and scorned every threat of the money 
king. When the test came, our order was 
found to possess the knowledge, the cour- 
age, and the manhood to defy and combat 
the emissaries of organized greed. Except 
the great support given by that matchless 
champion of labor, Eugene V. Debs, the 
chief officer of no other National labor or- 
ganization gave us material aid in our strug- 
gle for the cause of the common people. 

“The American Federation of Labor 
proved too loose in its organized capacity 
and too weak in its test of membership to 
either resist or evade the onslaughts of the 
Wall Street combines, and it therefore be- 
came an easy prey to the emissaries of 
corporate wealth. 

“Notwithstanding the fact that recent 
rulings of our higher courts have placed all 
labor organizations in the category of 
criminal conspiracy, thousands of the mem- 
bers of the federation voted to sustain that 
pernicious ruling. They pleaded guilty to 
the charge by the votes they cast. 

“T*would so change and abbreviate our 
present test of membership as to centre 
our immediate demands upon an equitable 
income tax, the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver at the present legal ratio, the pay- 
ment of ali Government bonds according to 
present contract, and the Government issue 
of all of the money of the country. I would 
make positive and unequivocal declarations 
against government by injunetion, increase 
of the standing army, the payment of the 
bonded debt in gold alone, the issue of bonds 
in time of peace, and the issue of circulat- 
ing notes by banking corporations. 

“JT would then prepare an entire new 
secret work, with stronger obligations than 
we now have; establish a degree known as 
the minute men, and as far as possible re- 
turn to our former system of working in 
absolute secrecy. 

“TI would then appeal to the free-silver 
and reform forces everyWhere for member- 
ship and support and throw this organiza- 
tion into the great, broad field of agitation 
to fight the money power and the corpora- 
tions to an everlasting finish. 

“IT would not recede from our demands 
for land reform nor from any of the other 
great principles contained in the preamble 
of this order, but I would designate them as 
battle grounds to be fought over after we 
have, throttled the life out of the money 
power that is undermining the foundation 
of American liberty. 

“The money power has made itself the 
guardian and protector of every other mo- 
nopoly and combine and stands forth to-day 
the idol of every miser, the hope of every 
king, and the god of every despot. The 
idle holders of idle wealth throughout the 
world are combined against the free coin- 
age of silver. A bondholding aristocracy 
demands its abolition as a primary money 
in order to appreciate debts and depreciate 
the profits of labor below the profits of 
money at interest, so that fixed income an- 
nuities may be saddied upon the industries 
of the world. Labor must bare its limbs to 
these shackles and bow its head to this lash 
or accept the issue and combine in one 
great organization to throw off the yoke of 
oppression. 

“The Knights of Labor is the only labor 
organization commanding the necessary ma- 
chinery to hold up a great reform move- 
ment during the interim between political 
campaigns; therefore I appeal to the dele- 
gates here assembled to place a demand for 
the free coinage of silver at the present 
legal ratio in our preamble and bare our 
ports and clear our decks for action against 
the plutocratic combine arrayed on the side 
of a single gold standard.”’ 

The report of General Secretary-Treasurer 
Hayes was read. 

The report shows receipts during the year 
of $33,714.78 from all sources; balance on 
hand July 1, 1895, $6,404.99; total, $40,119.72; 
disbursements, $39,793.26; balance on hand, 
$336.46. The sum of $7,742.97 was expended 
on account of The Journal of the Knights 
of Labor, while the receipts were but 
$2,870.85. 


PLATT WILL BE WILLING. 





Will Take the United States Senator- 
ship for a Time, at Least. 


ALBANY, Nov. 11.—It has been generally 
talked about the Capitol for the past month 
that the next United States Senator from 
New-York would be Thomas C. Plait, 
should he care to accept the place. 

An Albany politician said to-day: “It is 
known by Mr. Platt’s personal friends that 
he is itching to sit in the United States 
Senate again, and that he will accept the 
place i? it-be for not longer than a year. 
His desire to go to Washington is two- 
fold. One reason is because of the senti- 
ment attached to the place, and the other 
to be selected by a ‘united’ party after 
one of the biggest victories that party has 
ever obtained. 

“It is also understood that should he 
go to Washington he will relinquish the 
office in about a year, provided the next 
Assembly is Republican, so that his suc- 
cessor can be selected from the ranks of 
the party. Should he decide between now 
and the date on which the election by the 
Legislature takes place to remain at home, 
his business interests being very great, 
his choice would probably fall on Gharles 
W. Hackett, who, he thinks, has done re- 
markable service for the party. 

“It is also thought that at the expiration 
of the year, should he take the place, and 
then retire, Gov. Morton, who at present 
is tied up pretty closely by his business in- 
terests, which are left wholly to him by 
the death of his partner, Mr. Bliss, will be 
selected as his successor. Then, supposing 
that Mr. Morton would not take the place, 
Mr. Platt has in view for the seat ward 
Lauterbach, who has always been loyal to 


his party and has done it herculea

THE QUIGG-FORNES CANVASS. 





Mr. Fornes Answers Mr. Byrne’s Re- 
flections on His Good Faith. 


Major John Byrne, President of the Dem- 
ocratic Honest Money League, in order to 
clear away the general impression that he 
had not accorded fair treatment to Mr. 
Charles V. Fornes, the honest-money can- 
didate for Congress in the Fourteenth Dis- 
trict, wrote a letter to THE NEW-YORK 
Times, in which he reflected on the good 
faith of Mr. Fornes. The statements in his 
letter were indorsed by Frank C. Travers, 
John J. Pulleyn, H. J. Sayers, John Crane, 
and John J. Rooney. 

The letter was published last Monday. 
It was submitted to Mr. Formes by a re- 
porter for THe TIMES with a request that 
he answer Major Byrne. 

“I sincerely regret,” said Mr. Fornes, 
“that these differences of opinion as to 
motive should be placed before the public 
at this late date, and more especially do I 
regret it as the gentlemen who sign Major 
Byrne’s letter are friends whom I have al- 
ways held in high esteem. In justice to 
them, however, as well as to myself, I 
think it. my duty to explain my position. 

‘“*Major Byrne has evidently forgotten 
the facts. In the first place, when I spoke 
to him about the nomination tendered. to 
me, he did not state, nor did I at that 
time know, that a sound-money candidate 
had been nominated. I spoke to him about 
the nomination and told him that if I decid- 
ed to accept, it would be with the intention 
of emphasizing’ the principles expressed in 
the Indianapolis platform and to insure, as 
much as possible, a large vote for sound 
money. Major Byrne indorsed my views 
and fully agreed with me in the stand I 
had taken, and commented favorably on my 
being willing to take the nomination under 
the circumstances. He certainly did not, 
as he says in his letter, advise against my 
accepting the nomination at that time. 
These views were indorsed at the meeting 
held in Lion Park Oct. 17 under the au- 
spices of the ‘Democratic Sound Money 
League, which meeting I attended by invi- 
tation. 

“Regarding the statement of an under- 
standing between myself and Mr. Quigg, 


the facts are these: The second evening 
after I had opened my headquarters, a Mr. 
Moore, who said he was managing the 
campaign for Mr. Quigg, and a Mr. Lloyd, 
represented as a candidate for the Assem- 
bly from one of the districts of the Four- 
teenth Congressional District, asked me if 
I would approve of a joint meeting, to be 
held in the lower section of the Congres- 
sional district, Mr. Quigg and I to be pres- 
ent, but neither of us to speak, and the 
addresses made to be wholly in the interest 
of sound money, irrespective of partisan- 
ship. Witnesses to this conversation, which 
was held at my headquarters, can be pro- 
duced, if necessary. 

“As I believed those gentlemen to repre- 
sent Mr, Quigg, I told them that I theught 
well of their suggestion and asked them to 
express to Mr. Quigg my friendly interest 
in his campaign. They thanked me for my 
good wishes and.said that on behalf of Mr. 
Quigg they reciprocated the sentiments. 


Mr. Quizg’s Ample Vote. 

“IT explained the position I had taken to 
the Democratic Honest Money League and 
felt then, as I did throughout the entire 
campaign, that I was not endangering the 
success of Mr. Quigg any more than Gen. 
Palmer was endangering the success of 
Major McKinley. The result proved the 
correctness of my opinion. Mr. Quigg’s ma- 
jority was increased and the vote for the 
so-called Democratic candidate was de- 
creased as compared with the vote of two 
years ago. 

“Those who indorse Major Byrne's state- 
ment were not present at our interview, 
and therefore I cannot’ see that their in- 
dorsement is of any value. As a further 
proof of their inconsistency, I submit this 
indorsement of my candidacy, signed by 
James G. Johnson, John J. Pulleyn, H. J. 
Sayers, who indorse Major Byrne, and fifty- 
two other members of the Honest Money 
League: 

“*The reputation and character of Mr. 
Fornes will of themselves appeal to every 
independent citizen. He is a native of this 
State, a prominent wholesale merchant, a 
Trustee of the Emigrant Industrial Savy- 
ings Bank, and is also connected with sev- 
eral charitable institutions in the City of 
New-York. 

“* Apart from the eminent fitness of the 
candidate to represent the intelligent con- 
stituency embraced in this Congressional 
district, we appeal to you upon reasons of 
broad public policy and patriotism to sup- 
port Mr, Fornés for the office to which he 
has been nominated.’ 

“Referring to Major Byrne’s statement 
that the religious question was brought into 
my canvass, Major Byrne wrote to me onOct. 
28: ‘I am glad to learn that the statement 
regarding your conducting an un-American 
canvass by bringing your religion and club 
into the contest is not true. As I stated to 
you, we did not believe it, from a knowl- 
edge of your character.’ 

“I never believed that I was endangering 
Mr. Quigg’s canvass, nor did I ever ask the 
indorsement of the Democratic Sound 
Money League. 

‘“‘Should I have desired to carry on an 
aggressive campaign, there were sufficient 
grounds to entitle me to obtain the game 
as well as the name these gentlemen of the 
Honest Money League seem desirous of 
publicly bestowing on me. These, in brief, 
are the facts. As to the interview concern- 
ing the nomination between Major Byrne 
and me, my memory is as clear and reliable 
as his, and my word, I doubt not, at least 
equally as trustworthy.”

They Ask McKinley to Forward an 
International Conference. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 11.—Following out 
the suggestions of President *Clayton’s an- 
nual address at the Farmers’ Congress, 
Judge Lawrence of Bellefontaine; Ohio, who 
is a warm personal friend of President- 
elect McKinley, to-day introduced these 
resolutions, which were adopted after a 
warm discussion: 

** Whereas, The general consensus of opin- 
fon of the people of the United States’ is 
that gold and silver coin on a just parity 
of value should be equally money of ulti- 
mate redemption without limit, in which 
this Farmers’ National Congress concurs, 
but differences of opinion exist as to the 
methods by which this policy can be se 
cured, and 

“ Whereas, The recent election resulted in 
favor of bimetallism by international agree- 


ment of the principal commercial nations; 
therefore, 

“ Resolved, That this Farmers’ National 
Congress urgently requests the incoming 
Administration of the National Government 
to speedily adopt all practicable methods 
to obtain the concurrence of a sufficient 
number of nations to secure international 
bimetallism with the unlimited coinage of 
gold and silver, each equally money of ul- 
timate redemption, and thereby to restore 
bimetallic prices for the world’s commerce-’”’

Annual Meeting of the Committee at 
Detroit, Mich.

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a QUESTION OF GRAND JURORS 





QUALIFICATIONS 
WITH RESPECT TO LABOR... 


Commissioners Have Not Yet Re- 
ceived the Memorial on the Sub- 
ject from the Knights and 
Federation. 


Although the Knights of Labor and the 
‘American Federation of Labor have hed 
prepared and published a memorial to the 
Commissioners of Jurors, declaring that’ in 
the selection of Grand Jurors there is dis- 
crimination against. laboring men, and ask- 


ing that representatives whom they name 
be included in *he next jury list, the Com- 
missioners, Recorder Goff said yesterday to 
a reporter for THE NEW-YoRK TIMES, have 
"ot received the memorial. 

These two labor crganizations in their 
address say: ™ 

“The large majority of our citizens are 
mechanics, artisans, laborers, clerks, and 
small store keepers, and for the Grand Jury 
to be a representative body it should be 
largely made up of intelligent citizens of 
good character follow mg those callings in 


life. 

“ The fact is that of the thousand or more 
who make up the Grand Jury list there are 
not, all told, the names of fifty men who 
could by any reasonable construction be 
regarded as following any of the occupa- 
tions herein mentioned. 

**On the contrary, the list is made up ex- 
clusively of men of large means invariably 
representing great property interests, as 
distinguished from the vast majority of our 
citizens, and by reference to the list it will 
be found that there is no larger business 
interest represented than by those men who 
give their occupation ag President, Treas- 
urer, Secretary, banker and merchant, 
whatever such terms may signify.” 

The Law in the Case, 


The law in reference to the preparation of 
Grand Jury lists by the Commissioners pro- 
vides that they shall select the names of 
*‘ such persons, only, as they know or have 
good reason to believe are possessed of the 
qualifications by law required of persons to 
gerve as jurors for the trial of issues of fact 
and are of approved integrity, fair charac- 
ter, sound judgment, and well informed.” 

Grand Jurors are chosen from the lists of 
petit jurors, and the law as to those to be 


taken provides for men of these qualifica- 
tions: 
“Of the age of twenty-one years or up- 
ward, and under sixty years old. 
“Who are at the time assessed for personal 
“property belonging to them in their own 
right to the amount of $250, or who shall 
have a freehold estate in real property in 
the county, belonging to them in their own 
right or in the right of their wives to the 
value of “ 
“In the possession of their natural facul- 
ties, and not infirm or decrepit. 
“Pree front all legal exceptions, of fair 
character, of approved integrity, of sound 
judgment, and well informed.” 

Nothing is said in any section of the law 
as to the placing on the lists of any persons 
other than those who possess the qualifica- 
tions enumerated. It is well known, how- 
ever, that in the past lists have been fur- 
nished by trades unions to those who chose 
jurors and that representatives of those 
unions were included in the lists, it being 
understood that they were selected to pro- 
tect, or, at least, represent the interests of 
their organizations. 

Recorder Goff was asked by the reporter 
as to the principle that governs the Com- 
missioners in the selection of jurors. 

“The memorial published as having been 
sent to us by the Knights of Labor and the 
American Federation of Labor,” he said, 
“has not been received. 

“Our board will meet the last Monday in 
this month to prepare the new Grand Jury 
lists. We must select not less than 600 
nor more than 1,000 names. 


Lists Change Slowly. 


“There have been few changes in the 
Grand Jury lists in many years. When the 
board, which is composed of the Presiding 
Justice of the Appellate Division of the Su- 
preme Court, the Mayor, an Associate Jus- 
tice of the Appellate Division, the Recorder, 
and a4 Judge of the General Sessions, meets, 
we simply revise the existing lists. We 
strike from them the names of men who 
have died, of those who have removed from 
the city or have been found otherwise not 
qualified, and add the names of men whom 
we consider eligible. 

“We go over the lists furnished us by the 
Commissioner. of Jurors, Major Plimley, and 
choose the men to fill the lists. There is 
no consideration of anything but qualifica- 

- tions, except that we regard the question of 
whether a man’s business will allow him to 
serve without loss. Some men on the pres- 
ent lists have been there twenty or thirty 
years.”’ 

1 Do you regard the memorial of the labor 
organizations as an attempt to bring a class 
element into the selection?”’ asked the re- 
porter. 

“The selection of the Grand Jury,” said 
the Recorder, “is governed entirely by the 
fitness and qualifications of the persons se- 
lected, without regard to what is called 
* class.’ ”’ 

When Mayor Strong was asked about the 
memorial, he said: “I have not seen any 
memorial. I think we have the best grand 
jurors that can be obtained.”’ 

Major Plimley, Commissioner of Jurors, 
a the memorial had not been received by

District Attorney Fellows, about two 
months ago, received a letter from Secre- 
tary Boehm of the Central Labor Union, 
asking him to lay before the Grand Jury 
the request that labor organizations and 
workingmen in general be represented on 
the Grand Jury.

The National Grange in Session. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—The thirtieth 
session of the National Grange convened 
this morning in the National Hotel, thirty 
States being represented by 150 delegates. 
It was the first meeting in Washington, a 
fact to which the several Speakers referred 
in their remarks. General Secretary John 
Trimble of this city and William Saunders, 
Superintendent of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment Grounds, one of the two original mem- 
bers of the order present at this meeting, 
welcomed the delegates to the National 
capital. Mr. Saunders in his speech ad- 
vocated the erection by the National Grange 
of a hall of archives in Washington. 
Worthy Master J. W. Brigham of Ohio re- 
sponded to the addresses on behalf of the 
epee. This afternoon the Worthy Master 

elivered his annual address. 





Banker Hamilton Kills Himself. 


AUSTIN, Tex., Nov. 11.—Frank Hamilton, 
for years a prominent banker here, took 
morphine this afternoon with suicidal in- 
tent, and died this evening.

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“TUE TELEPHONE CASE. 
Supreme Court Hears Argament on 


the Berliner Patent. 


WASHINGTON, Novy. 11.—Ferdinand P. 
Fish, counsel for the Bell Telephone Com- 
pany, finished his argument in the Supreme 
Court of the United States this afternoon 
in opposition to the demand of the Govern- 
ment that the patent for the Berliner trans- 
mitter for telephones, issued in 1891, be 
canceled for fraud in the illegal delay in 
its issue from the Patent Office, and for in- 
validity in that the same inventon was cov- 
ered by a patent issued to the same in- 
ventor in 1880. He claimed that the two in- 
ventions were different, one being for a 
transmitter and the other for a receiver. 

He was followed by Joseph H. Choate of 
New-York, also for the telephone company. 

Mr. Choate contended earnestly that no 
extraordinary duty to speed the applica- 
tion devolved upon the Bell Company which 
did not rest equally upon every other ap- 
plicant for a patent. By that rule the com- 
pany was willing to be judged. His sugges- 
tion, in this connection, that counsel for the 
Government would probably hold the Su- 
preme Court itself particeps criminis in the 
alleged fraud because it took fourteen 
months to decide the Drawbaugh cause, 
waiting for which decision was one of the 
causes of delay, caused a smile on the part 
of the Justices. 

The sole question for the court to decide, 

he said, was, “Did the Bell Company act 
in good faith with the Patent Office?” and 
he had no fear of the answer. 
_ To the claim that the Berliner patent was 
invalid because a patent had been previous- 
ly granted to the same applicant for a sim- 
ilar invention, Mr. Choate answered that a 
court of equity could not entertain a bill to 
annul the patent for that reason. The law 
made the Commissioner of Patents the sole 
judge of the law and facts upon which a 
patent should be issued, and he has acted 
within his legal powers in issuing the pa- 
tent. He said the Government had been 
compelled to shift its ground four times be- 
fore finding a position upon which to argue 
this claim. 

In closing Mr, Choate said he would rest 
upon the rule finally laid down by the court 
in the case of the United States vs. the 
California and Oregon Land Company: “ It 
is again decided that when a statute of the 
United States delegates to a tribunal or 
office full jurisdiction over a subject in 
which the United States are interested, his 
or its determination within the limits of his 
authority is conclusive in the absence of 
fraud.”’ . 

Causten Browne of Boston, special Assistant 
Attorney General, concluded the argument in 
support of the Government’s bill. He con- 
tended that there was something to be con- 
sidered beyond the mere technical right of 
the company to a patent, and the duty of 
the Commissioner to issue it—the Commis- 
sioner’s duty was to issue only such patents 
as did not conflict with the rights of the 
public. And in this connection, as charged 
in the bill, and sustained by Judge Carpen- 
ter, there rested upon the company an ex- 
traordinary duty to speed the application by 
every means known to law, and if it failed 
to do so, that failure invalidated the patent. 

With the conclusion of Mr, Browne’s ar- 
gument the case went to the court for con- 
sideration. A decision is expected some 
time in the course of the present term of 
court. 

Justices Gray and@’Brown did not hear the 
argument. 


A NEW DEAL HAS BEEN MADE. 





Western Union and the Bell Telephone 
Have an Agreement. 


BOSTON, Nov. 11—It is generally be- 
lieved in Boston financial circles that the 
Bell Telephone Company and the Western 
Union Telegraph Company have come to a 
fresh agreement. The old agreement ter- 
minated Noy. 1. By its terms the Bell peo- 
ple paid the Western Union a certain sum 
for not using certain telephone patents it 
owned, and also engaged not to go into the 
telegraph business itself. 

What the new deal is no one will tell who 
knows, and no one knows who can tell. 
President "Hudson of the Bell Company is 
in Washington in connection with the Ber- 
liner suits. Treasurer Driver of the Bell 
Company has said privately that a deal 


has been consummated. Publicly he has 
nothing to say. 

From other sources it was learned that 
the relations existing between the Western 
Union and the Bell Companies are no more 
friendly to-day than on Oct. 16. and that 
if the latter saw profit in telegraphy, or 
if the former could secure the equipment 
for telephoning on equal terms, the disposi- 
aoa is not lacking to enter each other’s 

elds.

ITALIAN LUNATICS SENT HOME. 


An Englishwoman to be Deported 
Next Week. 


ALBANY, Nov. 11.—As the outcome of 
prolonged correspondence with the Italian 
authorities, the State Commission in Lunacy 
to-day succeeded in deporting three alien 
lunatics to their homes in Italy. 

These aliens belonged to the very lowest 
strata of society, and had but recently 
landed in this country. Each had been 
convicted of crimes of a more or less se- 
rious nature, and had been committed to a 
State prison, or penitentiary, where their 
insanity becoming manifest, they were com- 
mitted to the Matteawan Asylum for Crimi- 
nal Lunatics. The deportation of these 
patients not only saves the State tke cost 
of their maintenance, but the room occu- 
pied by them is now available’ for insane 
patients having a legal residence in the 
State. 

The- firet of these was a particularly 
troublesome man, whose deportation the 


commission unsuccessfully attempted some 
three weeks ago, the lunatic being rejected 
by thé steamship authorities as an unsuit- 
able and® most undesirable passenger. 

The commission will deport next week 
a young Pnglishwoman, who recently ar- 
rived in this country from England and, 
becoming insane, was committed to the 
Long Island State Hospital, Brooklyn. The 
mother of this patient was unaware of her 
whereabouts for a long time, but, finally 
learning of her commitment to the State 
Hospital at Brooklyn, requested the com- 
mission to use the money found on the 
oveag ae by person to pay the cost of return- 
ng her to her care. 





Will Christen the Newport. 


NEWPORT, R. I., Nov. 11.—Miss Marga- 
ret La Farge, daughter of John La Farge of 
New-York, and great-granddaughter of 
Commodore Oliver Hazard Perry, having 
been invited to christen the United States 
gunboat Newport at Bath, Me., about 
Thanksgiving, has accepted the honor.

MEMBERS OF THE BOARD OF 
TRADE IN A HAPPY MOOD. 


Success of the Sound-Money Movement 
and the Defeat of the Forestry 
Amendment Were Results They 
Particularly Desired. 


The members of the Board of Trade and 
Transportation were in a happy mood when 
they met yesterday at 203 Broadway. There 
was an excellent attendance, and the most 
of those present felt very cheerful over the 


result of the election. The fact that the 
forestry amendment was snowed under by 
something like 300,000 ballots added zest to 
their good feeling, as it was one of the~ 
things the board has been interested in 
for some time. 

Ex-Congressman Darwin R. James pre- 
sided, and when he congratulated the 
board upon the results of their efforts for 
sound money, a great roar went up, which 
is an unusual thing“at a meeting of the 
Board of Trade and Transportation. Mr. 
James was practical in his speech, too, and 
told the board that the silver sentiment 
had not been entirely killed by Mr. Mc- 
Kinley’s substantial plurality, and that it 
was the duty of commercial bodies to see 
that that seAtiment was overcome. 

Mr. James had a word to say about the 
necessity of the increase of revenues for 
the Government, and said that the board 
should use its influence to urge Congress 
to pass a bill that would help increase such 
revenues, 

Another matter that did not detract from 
the general good feeling was the appoint- 
ment of a Dinner Committee. The an- 
nual dinner of the board will be held early 
this year, and probably in the large banquet 
room of the Waldorf. 

Another committee was ordered to be ap- 
pointed to prepare a report upon the ad- 
visability of limiting the height of build- 
ings in the city. This committee will be 
appointed later. 

F. B. Thurber offered a resolution that 
stirred up the members of the board a bit. 
It was to the effect that it would be unwise 
on the part of Congress to check the re- 
vival of business by extended discussion at- 
tending a new Tariff bill when all neces- 
sary revenue might be obtained by ‘“‘ prompt 
passage by the Senate of the Dingley Sup- 
plementary bill, which was passed by the 
House and is now pending in the Senate. 
There were quite a few present who do 
not appear to like the Dingley bill, and 
quite a lively discussion was aroused by the 


resolution. Finally it was referred to the 
Executive Committee. 

The report of the Committee on Railroad 
Discrimination was also read. It ended 
with a resolution that carriers and shippers 
should co-operate to eliminate unjust dis- 
crimination, and as a step toward this the 
board should recommend a modification of 
the provision in the inter-state commerce 
law prohibiting pooling which denies to 
carriers the right of contract, and the sub- 
stitution of a provision legalizing pooling 
under the supervision of the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission. This resolution will 
also be considered at the next meeting. 

The special Committee on Forestry had a 
report to make that was accepted without 
debate, and the committee was continued. 
According to this report, the forestry 
amendment was defeated by not less than 
300,000 votes, notwithstanding the official 
appeal of the Fish, Game and Forest Com- 
mission. 

Such an unparalleled result was due 
largely to the action of the Board of Trade 
and the support of newspapers, as well as 
the efforts of influential citizens, according 
to the report. The vote would have been 
much greater, it was believed, if many 
were not led by the ambiguity of the word- 
5 of the bill to vote “Yes” instead of 
“ o.”" 

In part the report reads: 

“The Forestry Commission, created in 
1885 by the efforts of this board, was the 
first of its character in the State. While the 
law passed at that time was sufficient for 
the purpose in view—the preservation of 
the woodlands—the commission itself was a 
disappointment. It never subserved the 
ends for which it was brought into exist- 
ence, and with its consent the law was by 
degrees eliminated until nothing of its orig- 
inal intention remained. Serious doubts 
arose as to the ability of the Legislature to 
properly deal with the forestry question, 
and these doubts were strengthened by the 
act of 1893. 

“In view of this, and as the recent Con- 
stitutional Convention offered the oppor- 
tunity for fuily protecting the forests by 
the State’s organic law, the New-York 
Board of Trade and Transportation, by the 
advice of your committee and your Com- 
mittee on Constitutional Amendments, sub- 
mitted to the said convention the amend- 
ment that was subsequently adopted, and 
is now know as * Section VII. of Article 7,’ 
which affords all necessary protection to 
the forests and the various industries de- 
pending on them. 

“The measure thus presented to the con- 
vention was the only one that was unani- 
mously adopted by it. 

** Guaranteeing as it does the safety of the 
wooded reliefs of the State, the influences 
proceeding from it are neither transitory in 
time or effect, but far-reaching in their con- 
sequences and of inestimable value; for in 
this question of her forests are involved 
almost all those great interests that give 
to the Commonwealth the commanding posi- 
tion she possesses in the Union. To them 
are and must be due the prosperity of her 
agricultural sections, the perpetuity and 
enlargement of her canal system, the ex- 
tension of her commerce and manufactures, 
her general healthfulness, the glory and 
continued usefulness of her rivers and their 
tributary streams, as well as the picturesque 
beauty or grandeur of her valleys and 
‘ everlasting hills,’ that make them famous 
among all lovers of nature throughout most 
of the civilized world. 

‘The success of the board in thwarting 
the selfish purposes of those seeking to sac- 
rifice the public welfare for their own ad- 
vantage, and the emphatic approval which 
its conduct in this matter has received from 
the people everywhere cannot be otherwise 
than a subject of much congratulation 
among its members.”

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WHEAT DROPS TWO CENTS. 


No Explanation for the Sudden Change 
in the Market. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 11.—Wheat took a sud- 


den drop this morning on ’Change. It was 
difficult to ynderstand the weakness in the 
leading speculative market. Wheat was 
sick in all markets from the start. In this 
market it showed a straight drop from the 
Tuesday’s closing of 2 cents. Without wait- 
ing for any definite bear news the trade 
appeared to be in a disposition to sell 
everything in sight for a turn. A New- 
York failure may have caused some selling 
by timid holders. 

The cables this morning were discour- 
aging. Liverpool refused to follow the ad- 
vance of yesterday on this side. One house 
in the trade had an explanation of the 
Liverpool weakness. The cable message to 
this house said English markets were eas- 
ier because of more liberal offerings of 
Russian wheat. There was a sharp drop in 
prices at the opening. December wheat 
sold at 80 cents and at 79% cents. The 
first half hour brought a raliy of about 1 
cent, to 805g¢@80% cents. It was thought 
this rally was partly due to covering of 
wheat for account of the New-York house 
which failed. When this buying was over 
there appeared to be some raiding with a 
view of making a lower level for buying 
fresh lines. The December price went off 
to 78% cents, just 2 cents under last night. 
The May went off to 82% cents. The rally 
before midday was to 7914 cents and 83% 
cents, 

Like all other “sick” spells which the 
wheat trade has had for three months past, 


the bad feeling of this morning did not 
last long. There were too many bull in- 
fluences to be ignored if the selling was 
continued. There are too many investors 
ready to take wheat on breaks for it to 
rest long on a drop of 2 cents. One hour 
after the December price was at 78% cents 
it was up again to 80% cents. This was 
a sudden rebound. All outside points fur- 
nished bull news. New-York reported some 
foreign buying, regardless of weak cables; 
St. Louis reported urgent cash demand 
from Illinois and other States. The recov- 
ery in the market was as unreasonable as 
the early break, and it did not hold. After 
the upturn from 78% cents to 805% cents, 
om gre naetaad price dropped quickly to 79% 
cents. 

The wheat trade was demoralized late in 
the session. The December price dropped 
after 1 o’clock to 78% cents, the May to 
825g cents, with last prices at 79 cents and 
= sence, nearly 2 cents net loss from last

Wheat Dealings Irregular, 


The selling movement in wheat at the 
opening yesterday morning was continued 
at intervals during the day, and the course 
of prices was somewhat irregular, but 
toward the close there was a sharp covering 
by some of the earlier sellers, and prices 
rallied, closing at yesterday’s figures.

SHOT HIS WIFE AND HIMSELF. 





Suicide of an Insane Husband in 
South Carolina. 


COLUMBIA, S8. C., Nov. 11.—Frederick 
Panzebeter committed suicide at St. Steph- 
en’s Monday. Only a few years ago he was 
married to a Miss Inman, a member of a 
South Carolina family of 
Georgetown. Business troubles followed 
and his mind gave way. 

For a time last year he was an inmate of 
the State Hospital for the Insane, but on 
his return he seemed to have entirely re- 
covered, and on Saturday appeared to be in 
a sound condition. Monday, however, the 
neighbors were surprised by the sound of 
pistol shots, and Mrs. Panzebeter rushed 
from the house, screaming, with two bullet 


wounds in her arm. A minute later theré 
was another shot, and the excited crowd 
that forced its way into the house found 
the unfortunate man lying in a pool of 
blood, with a. bullet hole in his temple. 
When a physician reached the house Panze- 
beter was found to be in a dying condition, 
and death followed in a few hours. 

Though greatly excited, Mrs. Panzebeter 
is resting easily and will suffer no serious in- 
convenience from her wounds. Her hus- 
band was a member of a historic family, 
which was at one time one of the wealthiest. 
in the State. 





KILLED BY NITRO-GLYCERINE. 


A Salesman Torn to Pieces by the Ex- 
plosion of His Wares. 


MOUNDSVILLE, West Va., Nov. 11.— 
Louis Conn, a nitro-glycerine salesman in 
the employ of H. B. Luntz of New-Cum- 
berland, was blown to atoms by an explo- 
sion of the stuff he was selling this after- 
noon. 

About 4 o’clock Conn drove td the out- 
skirts of the town to get a gallon of nitro- 
glycerine he had buried there. He used a 
pick to dig it from the ground, and it is 


supposed the instrument came in contact 
with the can. The explosion was heard all 
over the town. 

Conn’s remains were scattered for 100 
yards around and one foot was the largest 
piece found. In the buggy Conn had @cu- 
pied were four gallons of nitro-glycerine, 
and at the report of the explosion the 
horses ran away, but the jolting of the 
buggy did not explode the nitro-giycerine. 





SHOPLIFTERS IN CUSTODY. 


New-Yorkers Said to Have Robbed 
Chicago Stores, 


CHICAGO, Nov. 11.—W. L. School, alias 
Schelf; Harry Bauer and his wife, and 
Marie Delmont, an alleged gang of New- 
York shoplifters, are under arrest in this 
city. The quartet/ it is claimed, has been 
doing systematic robbery in the State 
Street department stores for more than a 
year, and is believed to have accumulated 
$15,000 worth of merchandise, including 
furs, jewelry, silks, and all kinds of wear- 
ing apparel. 

Express receipts showing shipments of 
about $8,000 worth of property to New- 
York.and other Eastern cities within the 
past two months were found in Bauer’s 
trunk. The prisoners claim to have come 
here from New-York a year ago.

BOSTON, Nov. 11.—An adjourned meeting 
of the Board of Overseers of Harvard Col- 
lege was held this morning, with Solomon 
Lincoln, the President of the board, in the 
chair. It was voted that, in the opinion of 
the board, the written exercises of candi- 
dates for admission to Harvard ‘ College 
ought not to be published in fac simile or 
otherwise in such manner as to connect 
these exercises with the particular school 


from which the candidates come, without 
the consent of the masters of the school in 
question. It was also voted that the Com- 
mittee on Physical Training, Athletic 
Sports, and Sanitary Conditions of all 
buildings be requested to report to the 
Overseers before May 1, 1897, on the present 
condition of athletic sports at Harvard.

THE LOTTIMER HEIRS AGREE. 


Will Settle Their Suit About the 
$2,000,000 Out of Gourt. 


The compromise thaé is being arranged 
between the Lottimer heirs through the 
signing of an order by Judge Lawrence of 
the Supreme Court permitting Frederick 
W. Jones to obtain an agreement of settle- 
ment as guardian for Edythe P. Jones. The 
suit, which was brought before Judge Law- 
rence, was in the name of Mrs. Eliza G. 
Jones and her four children. Mrs. Jones 
is the daughter of the late William Lotti- 
mer. He left a widow, Jane, who was to 
have a life interest in his fortune at his 
death, and each of his five children was to 
have a life interest in one-fifth. William 
A. Lottimer, a son, was the surviving ex- 
ecutor for the estate after the death of 
John Bloodgood last Summer. Mr. Blood- 
good was joint executor with Jerome L. 
Hill for several years, and Mr. Lottimer 
succeeded the latter, 

The death of John Bloodgood revealed the 
fact that about $2,000,000 had been lost to 
the estate. Shortly after Mr. Bloodgood’s 
death Gianul Pettini made public the fact 
that Mr. Bloodgood had admitted upon his 
death bed that he had lost the $2,000,000 in 
Wall Street speculations. It had been 
charged previous to this that Jerome L. 
Hill had taken $250,000 from the safe-de- 
posit box in which Lottimer’s securities 
were deposited. Mr. Bloodgood originally 
made this charge and just previous to that 
Hill left the country, and the last heard 
of him was in Canada. Then. William A. 
Lottimer succeeded Hill as executor. 

A large portion of the Hotel Brunswick 
estate belongs to the heirs of William Lot- 
timer. This property was in the name of 
Mrs. Lottimer, so that it does not figure 
as part of the Lattimer estate. There are 
five heirs, and Mrs. Jones’s suit was for the 
purpose of getting possession of her brother 
William’s share, on the ground that the 
loss of the securities in the keeping of 
himself and Mr. Bloodgood were squan- 
dered through his negligence. 

The Hotel Brunswick is now vacant. 
There have been several negotiations on 
foot for the purchase or lease of the prop- 
erty. It was the intention, some time ago, 
of a syndicate to erect a new hotel build- 
ing upon the site. The estate is still un- 
divided, and if the suit of Mrs. Jones had 
continued, it could not have been disposed 
of. It is said that because the heirs wish 
to make a disposal of it, or enter into a 
long-term lease, is one of the reasons why 
Mrs. Jones withdrew the suit. 





YEAST COMPANY IN TROUBLE. 


Application for a Receivership Re- 
sisted by the President. 


Application was made yesterday to Justice 
Van Wyck, in the Supreme Court in Brook- 
lyn, to appoint a receiver for the Brooklyn 
Yeast Company, doing business in Walla- 
bout Market, on the grounds that the com- 
pany is insolvent and that the President, 
William H. Mills, had assigned a claim to a 
third party and allowed judgment to be 
taken against the company. The petition 
for the appointment of a receiver was made 
by three of the four Directors. 

Stephen M. Hoye, for Mr. Mills, opposed 
the petition, and counsel for the petitioners 
objected that he had not produced his 
papers. Mr. Hoye retorted that no papers 
had been served on him, and Justice Van 
Wyck permitted him to make a statement, 
which is later to be submitted in the form 
of an affidavit. 

Mr. Hoye said that the application for a 
receiver was a scheme, organized by Will- 
fam I. Thompson, to get Mr. Mills, who 
had so far paid all the expenses and es- 
tablished the Yeast Company, out. Mr. 
Thompson had been in Mr. Mills’s employ 
for fifteen years. About a week ago, Mr. 
Hoye said, Mr. Thompson wrote two let- 
ters. One was to Mr. Mills, thanking him 
for some slight service rendered, and the 
other was to a lawyer explaining how Mr. 
Mills could be denosed from the Presi- 
dency of the Brooklyn Yeast Company. 
Mr. Thompson was careless, and put the 
letters in the wrong envelopes, and so 
exposed the scheme to Mr. Mills. 

Counsel for the Directors, after Mr. Hoye 
had made his statement, said that the Di- 
rectors were willing to buy Mr. Mills out, 
and repeated the application for the ap- 
pointment of a receiver. 

Justice Van Wyck reserved his decision. 





The Brooklyn Amaranth Society.

BIG PRICE FOR A CAXTON 
THE SEWALL SALE.

Auction of the Great Collection Con- 
tinues to Interest Lovers of Rare 
Prints, and the Bidding 
Is Spirited. 


Expert book buyers attended in force 
again yesterday the third day’s sale of the 
library of the late Henry F. Sewall, in the 
auction rooms of Bangs & Co., 93 Fifth 
Avenue. Two more days will be required 
to sell the first one-third of the library, and 


the interest increases to the collector of 
rare books as:the sale goes on. The bid- 
ding yesterday was the most active of the 
sale, and prices ranged from 1 cent to $50U. 

Mr. Sewall was one of the earliest collect- 
ors in America, and especially indefatiga- 
ble in the gathering of specimens of early 
English literature, typography, and bind- 
ing, for which the library is notable. He 
was a quiet and unobtrusive book lover, 
and delighted to replenish his volumes by 
the insertion of plates and engravings and 
fac similes of missing pages and title pages. 
He was born in 1816 and died last Spring. 
He was a partner in the old firm of Grin- 
nell, Minturn & Co., shipping merchants. 
He was a graduate of Columbia College and 
a member of the Grolier Club. He was mar- 
ried and leaves several children, now 
grown. 

F. W. Morris of 114 Fifth Avenue, George 
D. Smith, Dodd, Mead & Co., and J. O. 
Wright of 6 East Forty-second Street, were 
the principal buyers. They acted for pri- 
vate “collectors of rare books whose names 
are not disclosed. The prices were higher, 
as a rule, than those paid at any sale of 
recent years, with the possible exception of 
the old Forbes collection, sold last year. 

The liveliest bidding of the day was on a 
copy of William Caxton’s “Chronicle of 
England,” from Cecil Dunn Gardner’s li- 
brary, first edition, printed in 1480. The 
volume was much worn, and seventy-one 
leaves were missing. The bidding started 
at $10, and went steadily upward in Jumps 
of $5, $10, and $25, until the final bid of 
$500, made by O. Wright. A poem of 
extreme rarity, by George Chapman, 
‘“* Andromeda Liberata; or, the Nuptials of 
Perseus and Andromeda,” printed in Lon- 
don in 1614, and procured from Baron Bol- 
land’s library by Mr. Sewall brought $71. 
A first-edition copy of Chapman’s Trag- 
edie of Charles, Duke of Byron, Marshall of 
France, as Acted at Black Friars,’ printed 
in 1608, was sold for $16.50. Chapman’s 
“Tliads and Odysses of Homer, Prince of 
Poets,’ translated and published in 1616, 
brought $15.50, and Ovid’s ‘“ Banquet of 
Sence,’”’ in the second edition, printed in 
1639, brought $30. 

Geoffrey Chaucer’s works were favorites 
with the bidders. A copy of the edition of 
1602, in the original calf binding, was sold 
for $19. A copy of the 1561 edition, bound 
in morocco by G. Blemerhasset, brought 
$33. Copies of the two editions of 1542 were 
sold for $6 and $26, respectively. The title 
of the latter volume was inlaid and mend- 
ed in the blank parts, causing the loss of a 
few words in the prologue, but was other- 
wise in good repair. Chaucer’s poetical 
works, from Urry’s edition of 1721 and 
Tyrwhit’s edition of 1775, were sold in a 
fourteen-volume set, for 30 cents a volume, 
and a 1672 copy of ‘“‘ Chaucer’s Ghost” was 
sold for $1.87. 

A presentation copy of William Hookham 
Carpenter’s ‘‘Memoir of Anthony Van 
Dyck,’”’ acquired from the collection of A. 
Cooper, R. A., and containing 168 engrav- 
ings and a set of the author’s etchings, sold 
for $78. After lively bidding, a first-edition 
copy of George Cavendish’s ‘‘ The Negotia- 
tions of Thomas Wolsey, the Great Car- 
dinal of England,’ with his life and death 
and a portrait by Marshall, was bought for 
$105. This price was in marked contrast to 
the prices brought by other volumes of the 
Cavendish series. A copy of the “ Life of 
Cardinal Wolsey,’’ witi metrical versions 
from the original manuscripts and notes 
and illustrations by Samuel Weller Singer, 
printed by the Chiswick Press in 1825, was 
sold for $6.50, and the ‘‘ Memoirs of Cardi- 
nal Wolsey, with Remarks on the Rise 
and Fall and Other Transactions of His 
Ministry,’’ was bought for 5 cents. 

A fine copy of Cicero from the Sunderland 
Library, with ruled and painted capitals, 
Venitiis, 1¢72, brought $46. Copies of other 
editions, from 1488 to 1823, ranged in price 
from 380 cents to $10.50. A small morocco 
volume of Thomas Churchyard’s ‘ The Mis- 
erie of Flaunders, Calamities of Fraunce, 
Misfortune of Portugal, Unquietness of Ire- 
land, Troubles of Scotland, and the Blessed 
State of England,’’ in verse, printed in 1579, 
brought $72. Two other rare books. by the 
same author—the poem ‘ Worthiness of 
Wales,” a reprint of the edition of 1587, and 
“The Mirror of Man and Manners of 
Man,” edition ef 1594—were sold, respective- 
ly, for 55 and 35 cents. 

Caesar’s commentaries in the old editions 
were in great demand among the buyers. 
Interest centred on a large copy of the third 
edition—the second printed at Rome by 
Sevenhym and Pannartz—with leaves miss- 
ing and the end wormed. It was bought, 
after spirited bidding, by George D. Smith 
for $185. A copy of the translation by Ar- 
thur Goldinge, dedicated by Sir William 
Cecill, printed in London in 1565, was bought 
by Dr. Burke for $22. -A volume of the 
Paris edition of 1546, printed on vellum, was 
sold for $1.25. A copy of the Elzevir edition, 
1635, was sold for $16. Other copies of the 
various Italian, French, and English edi- 
tlons between 1513 and 1816 were sold for 
amounts ranging from 60 cents to $5.75.

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A WASTE OF PUBLIC MONEY. 


We perform a plain duty in calling at- 
tention to the proposed wasteful and ex- 
travagant use of the public funds in ad- 
wertising in six daily newspapers of this 
city the official statement by the Board 
of County Canvassers of the vote cast at 
the election of Nov. 3 in the County of 
New-York. The record embodied in this 
statement is one which very few persons 
have occasion to consult, and those few 
are in the main public servants to whom 
it could be made in official 
form at far less cost than by wholesale 
newspaper advertising. We can hardly 
believe that the Board of Aldermen real- 
ized that the expense would amount to 
some $200,000. 

The election law of this State contained 
in Chapter 909 of the Laws of 1896 pro- 
vides that the original statements of the 
canvass of the votes in each election dis- 
trict shall be filed with the Board of 
County Canvassers, which in this city 
and county is the Board of Aldermen. 
The Board of Canvassers shall then de- 
termine what persons have been elected 
to office and shall make its determination 
known, as set forth in this provision of 


accessible 


Section 186 of the election law: 

** All such determinations shall be reduced 
to writing and signed by the members of 
such board or a majaqrity of them and filed 
and recorded in the office of the County 
Clerk of such county, who shall cause a 
copy thereof and of the statements filed and 
recorded in his office upon which such deter- 
mination was based to be published in at 
least One newspaper published in such coun- 
ty, and in such other newspapers published 
therein as the County Board of Canvass- 
ers shall direct.” 

In the exercise of the authority con- 
ferred upon him by this statute the Coun- 
ty Clerk has designated one daily news- 
paper published in this city, and the 
Board of County Canvassers now en- 
gaged in canvassing the votes has desig- 
nated five other daily newspapers and 
authorized them to publish the statement 
of the board. 

In order that the public may under- 
stand what this designation means and 
to form an idea of the expenditure it in- 
volves, we will explain the nature of the 
publication. The ‘‘ determination” of the 
Board of Canvassers when fully made up 
shows the vote cast in every election dis- 
trict in the city for each of the candi- 
Gates voted for at that election. There 
are in this city 1,892 election districts. 
At the election of Nov. 3 the people of 
New-York voted for thirty-six Presiden- 
tial Electors, for Governor and Lieuten- 
ant Governor, and a Justice of the Court 
of Appeals, and for a member of Con- 
gress and of the Assembly, for a Coroner, 
and for or against a Constitutional 
amendment. When the number of can- 
didates voted for is multiplied by the 
number of election districts, the result- 
ing total of entries in the statement is 
something prodigious. We judge that the 
canvass of the returns of the election of 
1896 would, in agate type, fill about forty 
newspaper pages. At the rate per line 
usually charged for this class of adver- 
tising by the newspapers of New-York, 
this matter would cost $840 per page, or 
$33,600 to each newspaper, and as the 
total of the expenditure $201,600. 

We are impelled to call attention to this 
expenditure as needless, wasteful, and un- 
warrantable by consideration of the plain 
facts of the case. The Aldermen have 
not gone outside the law in making these 
awards, but it is plain that the law con- 
templated no such extravagant freedom 
of award under its provisions. The clause 
authorizing the Board of Canvassers to 
cause their statement to be published in 
such other newspapers as they may choose 
in addition to the one designated by the 
County Clerk was inserted, we suspect, in 
the interests of certain country newspa- 
pers expecting to be favored with this 
patronage. It ts hardly conceivable that 
many people care to know the exact num- 
ber of votes cast for any or all of the can- 
@idates for office in any of the 1,392 elec- 
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cation of the canvass in The City Recerd 
and in one. newspaper of each party 
might be justified. But that six newspa- 
pers should be employed at a cost of 
$33,600 each to diffuse this statistical in- 
formation, which few people want, is a 
monstrous proposition that cannot be de- 
fended to the satisfaction of the people 
who pay the bills. 
We enjoy at the present moment the 
blessings of a reform City Government. 
We apply to it the epithet reform in per- 
fect sincerity. It is a reform govern- 
ment, a better government than we have 
usually had. The Board of Aldermen, 
made up of fourteen Republicans, four- 
teen Democrats, and two independents, 
may not largely share the reforming spirit 
of the executive department, but to one 
argument at least the Aldermen ought not 
to turn a deaf and heedless ear. Economy 
in expenditure is one of the leading arti- 
cles in any reform policy. We warn the 
Board of Aldermen that the expenditure 
they contemplate is altogether too large 
to pass unnoticed by the public. And the 
utter uselessness of the purpose for which 
the monéy is to be spent would increase 
the public resentment tenfold and raise 
the affair to the proportions of a scandal. 
The Board of Canvassers is still in sés- 
sion. It is not too late to reconsider its 
action and to employ in a more reasona- 
ble and economical manner the powers 
conferred upon it by law in relation to 
this advertisement. We urge upon the 
members of the board not only the wis- 
dom and propriety, but, in their own in- 
terests, the necessity, of taking this step. 
THE TIMEs is one of the six newspapers 
designated by the Board of Canvassers to 
receive and publish this statement. We 
should be lawfully entitled to accept the 
advertisement and to render and collect 
our biil for it at our usual advertising 
rates. 








LEXOW AND THE CHARTER. 

It will be recalled that the “‘ Lexow 
sub-committee”? of the two Committees 
on Cities which had charge of the Great- 
er New-York bill at the last session of 
the Legislature was continued, to be in 
some way subsidiary or auxiliary to the 
intrusted with the framing 

It may require an effort to 
recall the fact, because the sub-commit- 
tee has not been heard of since the com- 
mission was appointed, but we now find 
the statement published that ‘“ Senator 
Lexow is in daily communication with 
the Commissioners,’ which “ will obviate 
the need of any meetings” of his com- 
mittee. 

We doubt the accuracy of this state- 
ment, but the following is quoted in con- 
nection with it as Mr. LExow’s own lan-

guage: 


‘My object has been to keep clear of any- 
thing that would savor of interference with 
the Greater New-York Commission. For 
that reason, no committee meetings have 
been held. The commission has worked 
diligently, and will have the draft of the 
charter prepared before the expiration of 
two weeks. The Legislature will promptly 
take up the work, and I expect to see con- 
solidation an accomplished fact. before 
March 1. There will be no necessity for a 
committee meeting that I can see, because 
the Legislative Committee has been in touch 
with the commission, and is familiar with 
all the steps that have been taken. While 
there has been no effort to take a par- 
tisan advantage in this mattér, I am 
confident that the Republican Party will be 
greatly helped by the enactment of the 
law. I expect great benefits to flow from 
consolidation. The charter, so called, will 
be in the shape of one bill, in which will be 
embodied all the provisions necessary to the 
government of the extended metropolis.” 


There seems to be a slight discrepancy 
between the assertion that there have 
been no meetings of the committee in or- 
der that there might be no interference 
with the commission and the statement 
that the committee “has been in touch 
with the commission and is familiar with 
all the steps that have been taken.’’ The 
language attributed to Senator Lexow is 
calculated to excite the suspicion that, 
while the public has been kept from any 
knowledge of what is going on in regard 
to the charter ever since the commission 
came together in September and received 
the preliminary draft prepared by Mr. 
De Witt and Mr. DEAN, the Lexow com- 
mittee or its Chairman, and the political 
power which they represent, have been 
in familiar communication with the Com- 
mittee on Draft while it has been work- 
ing upon the charter, which is to be 
ready for the commission “ before the ex- 
piration of two weeks.” 

We do not place much confidence in 
the source of these representations, but 
it seems to us that the policy of secrecy 
in regard to this charter-making process 
has been kept up about long enough. It 
may be the cover for more or less of hug- 
ger-mugger between the committee of the 
commission and the committee of the 
Legislature, and at all events it is liable 
to create a suspicion of it. Whatever 
either committee is doing might better 
be done openly, with a recognition of the 
fact that this is a matter of supreme pub- 
lic interest and not the special business 
of a few persons. 

The less Lexow or his committee or 
the political power represented by either 
has to do with preparing the Greater 
New-York charter the more likely is it 
to command the confidence of the people. 
The commission is the proper body to 
prepare this instrument of municipal gov- 
ernment for the greatest city of the West- 
ern world, and it should have in view 
only the best system for a non-partisan 
and businesslike administration of affairs 
that can be devised. No regard should 
be paid to any party or political consider- 
ation whatever, and then there will be a 
good chance of securing the approval and 
support of the citizens who only desire 
efficient and economical government, ir- 
respective of party.

of active but conservative financiers hold 
the view that it is quite possible for 
wheat to advance so fast and so far that 
embarrassment and even mischief may 
follow. In the long run, the market wiil 
adjust itself to the balance of demand 
and offer, but in the meantime the price 
may be so far above the level that will 
finally be reached as to deprive the coun- 
try of advantages that would be valua- 
ble and that are actually needed. 

One of the greatest of these advan- 
tages is the continuance of that favora- 
ble balance of trade that has already 
begun. For a long time past the coun- 
try has been taking from other coun- 
tries a large line of our own securities, 
returned for reasons that every one now 
understands. These reasons are for the 
time disposed of by the result of the 
National election, and the current has 
not only been checked, but has in some 
degree been reversed. But, as we have 
often pointed out, the effect of the elec- 
tions on the currency is only negative. 
We are sure that the currency will not 
further be vitiated. We are not sure 
that it will be reformed. Until that se- 
curity is assured, we shall steadily be 
stronger the longer our’exports can be 
sustained. 

If wheat goes up so rapidly in this 
country as really to check exports, the 
effect will not be beneficial. That has 
happened before, and may happen again. 
It is a factor in the situation which pru- 
dent financiers are not ignoring and do 
well not to ignore. : 








THE PRISON COMMISSION’S TASK. 


The Prison Commission of this State 
held a meeting at Albany on Tuesday 
to consider a plan for giving employ- 
ment to the inmates of the penal insti- 
tutions after the present year, and ex- 
pects to take final action on the sub- 
ject at another meeting to be held on 
the Ist of December. 

On the Ist of January that provision 
of the Constitution takes effect which 
declares that no person in any prison, 
penitentiary, jail, or reformatory ‘shall 
be required or allowed to work, while 
under sentence thereto, at any trade, in- 
dustry, or occupation, wherein or where- 
by his work, or the product or profit of 
his work, shall be farmed out, contract- 
ed, given, or sold to any person, firm, as- 
sociation, or corporation.’”’ Nevertheless, 
the Legislature “shall by law provide 
for the occupation and employment of 
prisoners sentenced’ to such institu- 
tions, and it is not prevented by the 
prohibition “from providing that con- 
victs may work for, and that the prod- 
ucts of their labor may be disposed of 
to, the State or any political division 
thereof, or for or to any public institu- 
tion owned or managed and controlled 
by the State, or any political division 
thereof.”’ 

There has been little objection to the 
prohibition of farming out or contract- 
ing the labor of convicts, but when the 
sale of the product of such labor is for- 
bidden, it makes the task of providing 
for the “‘ occupation and employment” of 
all prisoners in any systematic or salu- 
tary way extremely difficult. The Legis- 
lature of 1895 proposed an amendment 
of ‘the Constitution relaxing the prohibi- 
tion at that point, and it was favored 
by those most conversant with prison 
management and discipline and most in- 
terested in their results, but the Legis- 
lature of 1896 would not give the people 
an opportunity to vote upon this, though 
it was so ready to accommodate those 
who sought to penetrate the safeguard 
raised about the forest preserve. 

The result is that convicts in the State 
prisons and reformatories and in peni- 
tentiaries and county jails can only be 
occupied and employed in work for the 
State itself or its political divisions, or 
for public institutions, or in producing 
articles to be disposed of to them. The 
effort in the main will be to utilize this 
labor in making such things as are re- 
quired in the various public institutions, 
charitable as well as penal, but it is the 
opinion of those best qualified to judge 
that only a small part of the convicts can 
be usefully employed in that way, and 
there are serious objections to working 
them outside the walls of the institu- 
tions to which they have been sentenced. 

The task which has been imposed upon 
the Prison Commission is one of great 
difficulty, and the system of labor which 
the present Constitution practically com- 
pels is one from which there is no hope 
of making the prisons in any measure 
self-supporting, and it is extremely 
doubtful whether under it the chief bene- 
fits of systematic industry for convicts 
ean be secured. 








THE SIDEWALKS. 


The action decided on by the Depart- 
ment of Public Works with reference to 
the authority of the city over the side- 
walks and the legal limit covered by that 
term is a matter of very great impor- 
tance. THE Times has set forth clearly 
and in detail the legal ground on which 
Commissioner CoLuis is proceeding. Our 
readers can well understand that if this 
ground be well taken and can be sus- 
tained, it will make a serious difference 
to a large number of business men. In 
the nature of the case, deliberate action 
is required of the department, and there 
is no reason to suppose that prudence 
and fairness will be denied. 

The principle on which Mr. Cox.is acts 
is that a wide strip of the walk, origi- 
nally used for courtyards and since more 
or less generally appropriated to busi- 
ness uses, by that change reverts to the 
city and cannot be occupied lawfully be- 
yond the space originally permitted for 
ingress and egress, for stoops and open- 
ings to basements. That may be and 
probably is good law, but it is not neces- 
sarily equitable. The grant for court- 





were lined with residences. Now that 
they are lined with business places, two 
entirely new classes of interests have 
arisen. On the one hand, the passing in 
the streets ‘is largely increased and re- 
quires more space. On the other hand, 
the requirements of a business house are 
very different from those of a residence. 
Not only its occupants, but its custom- 
ers, are to be considered, and their claims 
to convenient or necessary space should 
be, carefully weighed. 

It is not the Commissioner's duty to 
adjust the matter. He has no authority 
to do so. His duty is to enforce the law 
as he finds it. But at the same time, the 
ordinances of the Common Council date 
back from one to three generations; they 
were made with reference to an entirely 
different set of tonditions from those ex- 
isting and for a purpose that has now 
no force. It is obvious that these form 
no proper basis for an adequate and 
fair system of regulation now. The whole 
question will have’ to be taken up seri- 
ously and carefully, and a disposition 
made of it that will be as fair as it is 
practicable to all interests. 








THE PREDICAMENT OF COL. BROWN. 


That is a somewhat painful contro- 
versy, if it may be called a controversy, 
between Mr. CoupDERT, President of the 
Manhattan Club, and Col. Brown, one 
of its most inveterate members, of which 
Tue TIMES gave the documents yester- 
day morning. One cannot help enter- 
taining a certain sympathy with Col. 
Brown. He is a Democrat, but not an 
evolutionist. He has been in the habit 
of supporting the Democratic ticket 
without asking any questions, and he 
has expected that course to be pursued 
by the club. It has generally been pur- 
sued. The club has taken some pretty 
stiff doses without visibly wincing. We 
doubt, however, if Col. Brown rejoiced 
in the unanimity of the club in the May- 
nard year. Our recollection is that its 
President was by no means “regular” 
that season. 

But still, whatever Col. Brown has 
had to bear, his regular soul has never 
been tried as it has been tried this year. 
He could have borne, and doubtless did 
bear, the talking of irregular Palmer and 
Buckner politics, nay, of out-and-out’ 
McKinley politics, in its theretofore 
chaste precincts. He could have borne 
and he had to bear the breaking out of 
flags from its facades when the sound- 
money procession went by. He had not 
yet been compelled to witness the last 
degradation of his own club, beloved 
though wayward, fraternizing with the 
Union League on the night of a Presi- 
dential election. 

When a deputation from the Union 
League, flown with insolence and Ohio 
champagne, invaded his political privacy 
by tumbling into the temple of Democ- 
racy at 2 A. M., with sonorous metal 
blaring martial sounds, the spectacle and 
the sound were too much, and he ex- 
ploded in resignation. Apparently in 
vain did the tactful Mr. CouprRT, with 
dexterous hand, play the hose of sense 
and reason, charged with a cooling and 
soothing stream of rosewater, upon the 
heated head of Col. BRown. We Say. 
“ apparently,”’ for in Col. BROWN’s surre- 
joinder we see no explicit reiteration of 
his intention to resign, though also no 
explicit relentment. But he must relent. 
He must say to himself, in the language 
of DANIEL WEBSTER, “‘ Where am I to 
go?” When he considers that the only 
refuge open to him is to descend into the 
abyss of the Pequod and wallow in the 
society of SHEEHAN, he will shrink af- 
frighted from the prospect, and remain 
where the cookery is good and the 
whisky straight, even if the politics are, 
on extreme occasions, mixed.

The entire issue of $16,040,590.70 in 
city bonds for which bids were opened on 
Monday has been awarded to one bank- 
ing concern at a rate which will net the 
city $755,794.52 in premiums. There 
were bids at higher rates aggregating 
over $15,000,000, which came from per- 
sons whose financial responsibility was 
doubtful. One of the bidders is said to 
occupy a small hali bedroom on the east 
side and to have no regular employment. 
There seems to be nothing to hinder any 
tramp or practical joker from bidding for 
millions of city bonds at a high premium, 
and some evidence of good faith as well 
as responsibility is needed. The Sink- 
ing Fund Commissioners have instructed 
the Corporation Counsel to prepare a bill 
requiring bidders to accompany their of- 
fers with certified checks, and some such 
provision is obviously desirable. 








Sefior CANOVAS DEL CASTILLO might 
have saved himself the trouble of deny- 
ing that the Spanish Government had 
made any arrangement with the Govern- 
ment of the United States to abandon the 
war at a certain date if the énsurrection 
were not then put down. Neither would 
our Government be likely to demand nor 
the Spanish Government to concede such 
an agreement. There is another and 
more credible story which the Premier 
might do some good by denying if he 
can. That is the story that Spain is pre- 
pared to quarrel with the United States. 
This belief receives some corroboration 
from the tone of the Spanish press and 
even from the talk of some responsible 
Spaniards in high places. Evidently 
there is nothing now behind the attempt 
to subdue Cuba but pride and obstinacy. 
Spain cannot beer to be beaten by the 
islanders, but if she declared war with 
the United States she could save some- 
thing of Spanish self-love, since in that 
case she would plainly be yielding to far 
superior force. This would be so con- 
venient an escape for the Spanish Gov- 
ernment that it is not wonderful that it 
should be extensively believed to be the 
course that Government Is preparing to 
adopt. 








The overwhelming victory of the Lib- 
erals in the Hungarian elections is one 
of the best omens possible for the de- 
velopment of Southeastern Europe. It 
means educational and industrial devel- 


,opment, genuine liberty of thought, far 


more than mere religious liberty. Most 
important of all in the present emer- 
gency, however, it means cordial support 
of Emperor Francis JosEPH in his plans 
for the independent influence of the dual 
monarchy. He has been greatly ham- 
pered by the intense clericalism and 
anti-Semitism which have developed in 
Austria, and has rather conspicuously 
turned to the Magyars for relief. They 
have responded in a way that will 
strengthen his hands in Vienna and 
Prague. Czechs and Germans will be 
cautious how they rouse too much the 
hostility of the people on whom they are 
relying for a larger share in the meeting 
of the imperial expenses and who have 
shown a willingness to be in that re- 
spect not merely just but liberal.

—White servants are soon to replace the 
colored men who for many years have been 
a characteristic feature at San Francisco's 
famous hotel, the Palace. There are twen- 
ty-eight of them now employed, some of 
whom have held their positions to what 
seemed to be the puolic’s satisfaction for 
more than a score of years, but they are all 
to go.

—Perhaps if the Boston Public Library 
people do finally decide that they can safely 
view a Bacchante, and even realize that she 
is bronze instead of brazen, they may in 
time come to see that their monthly bulle- 
tin of new books is at once the ugliest and 
the blindest piece of cataloguer’s work it 
would be possible to send out. Any New- 
York book auctioneer, even though he be 
the most conscienceless expander of private 
collections in his class, could, and doubtless 
would, teach the Bostonian how such a 
list should be arranged and printed. 


—A new object in life has been invented 
for itself by ‘the McKinley and Hobart 
Business Men’s National Campaign Com- 
mittee.’’ That impressively named organ- 
ization met at the Merchants’ Club, in Phil- 
adelphia, this week and determined to turn 
into a “‘ National League of Business Men.” 
This done, the purpose of the gathering de- 
veloped in the form of resolutions vehe- 
mently advocating the election of Mr. JoHNn 
WANAMAKER to the United States Senate. 
Now, everybody—almost—has the kindest of 
feelings for Mr. WANAMAKER, but it is 
more than possible that not quite all busi- 
ness men regard his elevation to Senatorial 
or other honors as the most important mat- 
ter they have to attend to in the immediate 
future, 


——tThe Constitutional Convention that is 
to convene at Dover, Del., on Dec. 1, will 
be composed of twenty-one Democrats and 
nine Republicans, The general impression 
in the State is that they are an intelligent 
and patriotic body of men, not likely to be 
influenced by partisan bias in drawing up 
the new Constitution. Before the matter of 
selecting delegates was settled, the leading 
Democrats and principal Democratic news- 
papers of the State advocated the selection 
of a delegation composed equally of Demo- 
crats and Republicans, but most of the Re- 
publican leaders in New-Castle and Kent 
Counties and some of the Republican news- 
papers were opposed to this plan, and in 
consequence lost equal representation in the 
convention. In Sussex County, however, 
the two parties got together and agreed on 
a bi-partisan representation, which was 
elected. 


—An unnamed Phiiadelphian, whom The 
Call describes as ‘a well-known clergyman 
and professor of philosophy,’’ is quoted by 
that paper as saying that men who lose 
“freak’’ election bets should not add to 
the sin of making such wagers the greater 
sin of paying them. ‘I know,” he admits,

I would not hesitate to advise 
those who make euch bets to refuse to abide 
by their unlawful compact.” All this is de- 
cidedly hard to understand, but perhaps it 
will save a man or two from making asses 
of themselves. 


-——A Boston paper is unfaithful enough 
to that city to disclose that some of the 
local youth, though often seen on the street 
carrying what it calls ‘(a dress-suit case.” 
are not thereby to be identified as dwellers 
on social heights. As often as not, it ap- 
pears, such cases contain, not the habili- 
ments appropriate for the dinners and re- 
ceptions of wealth and fashion, but more 
intimate garments on their way to the 
laundry or from it, and which the owners 
are unwilling to carry as an ordinary paper- 
covered bundle. It is about equally difficult 
fittingly to characterize the weakness dis- 
played by these young men, and the treach- 
ery of the journal that betrays them to the 
scorn of East Aurora and other centres of 
light, learning, and sincerity. 


— With the not particularly commendable 
intention of proving that the country has 
just had an alarmingly narrow escape from

The defendant admits 
that the contract was made, but claims that 
the plaintiff broke it by advertising herself 
as ‘‘ JuLIA MARLOWE-TABER,” instead of as 
‘“ JULIA MARLOWE,”’ and he says that the en- 
gagement was a financial failure in conse- 
quence. This makes it necessary to decide 
the monetary difference in value between 
the public’s interest in an actress whom it 
can regard as unmarried and in one who 
openly confesses her possession of a hus- 
band. It is obviously a delicate point, and 
well calculated to test fully the powers of 
the proverbial ‘‘ Philadelphia lawyer.”

He Asks His Holiness to Use His In- 
fluence to Secure Peace for 
His Country with 
Italy. 


ROME, Nov. 11.—The Official 
Journal prints the text of the letter recent- 
ly received by the Pope frem King Mene- 
lik of Abyssinia, which was brought to his 
Holiness by Mgr. Macaire. 

In his letter King Menelik protests 
his devotion to the Pope and maintains that, 
since the Italian Government continues in 
its attitude of hostility toward Abyssinia, 
he is unable to sacrifice the sole guarantee 
of peace that he holds by restoring to lib- 
erty the Italian prisoners he has taken and 
now holds. Menelik also expresses hope 
that the Pope will intervene in- the inter- 
ests of peace, and thus accelerate the liber- 
ation of th® prisoners.

FRANCE ASKED TO FORGET, 


Germany Anxious to be Friends with 
the Republic. 


LONDON, Nov. 11.—The Daily News to- 
morrow will publish a dispatch from its 
Berlin correspondent, saying that the Ger- 
man newspapers reproduce, evidently with 
the greatest degree of satisfaction, a sig- 
nificant article which has appeared in the 
Viedomosti of St. Petersburg, urging 
France to forget and forgive the acquire- 
ment of Alsace-Lorraine by Germany, and 
to become reconciled with that country. 

The article contends that the peace of 
Europe is only endangered by the indul- 
gence by France in thoughts of revenge, 
and urges the French people to remember 
that other nations, especially Russia, Aus- 
tria, and Germany, have had to swallow 
various reverses. In conclusion, the Viedo- 
mosti recalis the proofs repeatedly given 
by the Kaiser of his readiness to approach 
France, and intimates that Russia would 
willingly act as a mediator between the 
two nations, should her services in such 
capacity be desired.

LONDON, Nov. 11.—Mr. and Mrs. Walter 
M. Castle of San Francisco paid a visit to 
the United States Embassy this afternoon, 
and received from the officials there a 
copy of the official documents giving the 
reasons of the Home Secretary, Sir M. W.

WARSAW, Nov. 11.—A terrible railway disastet 
Occurred at Sokolka, in the Government of 
Grodno, to-day. The St. Petersburg and Warsaw 
express, while running at a high rate of speed, 
came into collision with a freight train, com- 
pletely wrecking the engine and the entire num 
ber of cars comprising the express, and killing 
six persohs and injuring thirteen others, some 
of whom will die.

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tails,” said Mr. Coudert. “It will take 
some time yet for them to be disposed of. 
The outcome is sure to be of great benefit 
in the way of an examples The commis- 
sion had been in session only two days 
when the news of Lord Salisbury’s an- 
nouncement reached us. We have on hand 
a large mass of evidence whieh has not yet 
been discussed. It is not likely now that 
we will have to take this up. Everything 
will be turned oVer to the board of arbi- 
tration to be selected. Our labors have 
now practically been suspended. No de- 
cision that could be given by an ex parte 
tribunal could give perfect satisfaction to 
both sides, and possibly not to either. 

“We shall not try to make any formal 
report upon the merits of the case until a 
decision is reached by the international 
tribunal, as we believe that the way had 
best be left perfectly clear for an amicable 
understanding. It may be that we will 
never make any formal report upon the 
question of the dispute. That all depends 
upon what action may be taken by the 
new factor in the United States. Of course, 
we shall make a teport upon our labors, 
saying what we have been ‘doing while in 
session. At present, however, no report of 
ours involving the question at issue will be 
allowed to interfere with the amicable 
settlement of the disagreeable question. 

“Lord Salisbury’s announcement, while it 
comes in the nature of a pleasant surprise, 
is nevertheless an acknowledgment that 
England has gracefully yielded to the de- 
mands of our Government and will become 
a party to an arbitration treaty that will 
no doubt be acceptable to both Govern- 
ments. 

“TI have never had any doubt that Eng- 
land would accede to our terms, but I did 
not think that the difficulty would be settled 
as soon as this. 

“Lord Salisbury has done the very best 
possible thing under the circumstances, and 
I think that in two weeks’ time Sir Julian 
Pauncefote and Secretary of State Olney 


will sign the protocol of the proposed.treaty 
which will entirely settle the dispute, and 
also adjust the boundary line between 
Venezuela and British Guiana, 

“No matter how the question is settled, I 
feel that the work of the commission has 
not been in vain, as we have gathered to- 
gether a lot of useful information that will 
be valuable in years to come, The sugges- 
tion of a permanent court to try all disputed 
questions of international boundary is, I 
think, a good oné, but I do HOt know that 
such a scheme is to ‘be incokporated in the 
proposed treaty. , ‘ 

“Regarding the clause of the treaty that 
provides that in the ‘settled districts’ a 
term of fifty years of undisturbed residence 
shall be regarded as giving the right of 
possession, I think it is no more than right. 
it is only another illustration of the Jaw 
of vested rights. Of course, if the Vene- 
zuelans sit idly by and see the English 
make improvements and cultivate the land 
for such a length of time,\then certainly 
they ought not to reap the ‘rewards of an- 
other’s work,” 





ENGLISH PRESS COMMENTS, 


It Looks Like a Square Backdown by 
Great Britain, 


LONDON, Nov. 11.—The St, James’s Ga- 
zette asks whether the agreement will not 
throw into arbitration all of the region 
between the Schomburgk line and the set- 
tled territory of Guiana, which Bngland 
has declared would never be submitted to 
arbitration, which course the United ptates 
has declared England would be forced to 
take. “If it does,”’ says The Gazette, “ the 
American claim that the agreement is a 
square backdown on the part of Great 
Britain will be difficult to disprove.” 

The Globe, commenting -upon the Ven- 
ezuelan arbitration treaty, says it wel- 
comes the agreement, because it releases 
the United States’ from a false and dan- 
gerous position. If the commission had 
reported adversely to Great Britain, the 
paper adds, President Cleveland would have 
been forced to attempt to coerce Great 
Britain or eat humble pie, with the result 
that if the Washington Government had 
seen fit to enter the unequal contest with 
England, the development of the United 
States woyld have been retarded for half 
a century. 

The Globe also says: ‘“‘It must be clearly 
understood that the constitution of the new 
arbitration tribunal is not to establish a 
precedent for arranging all *further dis- 
putes between the United States and the 
United Kingdom in North and South Amer- 
ica, nor are we ready to recognize Mon- 
roeism as international law.”’ ° 





VENEZUELA’S PART 


Seems to Have Been Totally Ignored 
by Salisbury. 


W.ASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—The fact that 
the protocol of the proposed’ Venezuelan 
treaty of arbitration has not yet been 
signed is made manifest by many signs to- 
day. There has been a continuous exchange 
of cable messages on matters of detail be- 
tween this city and London, But that 
some general principle of agreement has 
been determined upon'‘is undoubted, as has 
repeatedly been stated in these dispatches. 

The question whether or not Venezuela 
is a party to the arrangement appears to 
be settled by the official correspondence 
and by collateral facts. When Secretary 
Olney, on behalf of Venezuela, made his 
first peremptory demand on Great Britain 
for arbitration, Lord Salisbury, after long 
delay, came back with two vigorous let- 
ters. One of them attacked the Monroe 
doctrine, claiming that Mr. Olney was 
stretching it too far. The other attacked 
the Venezuelan demands, asserting that 
they were exorbitant. Then President 
Cleveland sent in to Congress his famous 
Christmas message, and Lord Salisbury, 
on May 22 last, wrote to Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote, accepting, for the first time, the prin- 
ciple of arbitration, but only in a partial 
form, and confining it to Great Britain and 
the United States. He asked Sir Julian 


to submit this proposition “ to the Govern- 
ment of the United States, acting as the 
friend of Venezuela in this matter.” 

His proposition was for a commission to 
be created by agreement between Great 
Britain and the United States, to be com- 
osed of two British subjects and two cit- 
zens of the United States, to investigate 
and report upon the facts, without reference 
to inferences, but the finding of the com- 
mission to be binding upon both Govern- 
ments, ; 

In this letter he distinctly specified the 
United States and not Venezue as the 
party of the second part, but still there 
was contained a hg 2 in Lord Salis- 
bury’s letter to Sir Julian which seemed 
to imply some necessity for consent on the 
part of Venezuela, inasmuch as it was 
provided that on the report of the commis- 
sion being issued the two Governments of 
Great Britain and Venezuela should en- 
deavor to agree to a boundary line,” and 
failing ——— there should be arbitra- 
tion by three, one by Great Britain and one 
by Venezuela, and they to select a third, 
with a proviso that all settlements of Brit- 
ish subjects prior to Ist of January, 1887, 
were to be exempted. 

On June 12, 1896, Secretary Olney accepted 
this challenge, but with most important 
modifications, since accéded to, providing 
that the commission should be amended by 
adding another member, so that’ it must 
reach a result, and also providing that the 
commission should have power to decide 
the boundary question subject to the equi- 
ties of each particular case of actual set- 
tlers (since limited to fifty years of undis- 
turbed occupation.)

MR. HESS WAS HEATED. 


He Made a Speech with Suggestive 
Comparisons, 


Charles A. Hess, in a speech delivered 
last night at the Blaine Club, in West 
Twenty-fourth Street, denied with much 
indignation that he had ever paid $5,000 or 
any sum of money in return for the Re- 
publican nomination for Congress in the 
Twelfth District. 

Mr. Hess’s speech was made in the course 
of a heated contest in the club as to 
whether a resolution demanding fair pri- 
maries and nominations that would be free 
from corrupt méthods in the district, should 
be adopted. The resolution also advocated 
legislation that would throw safeguards 
about the primary election. It was declared 
that this resolution, which was introduced 
a week ago, and which was laid over after 
a squabble at that meeting, was aimed di- 
rectly at Amasa Thornton, the Republican 
leader of the Twenty-fifth Assembly Dis- 
trict, and James L. Stewart, the Repub- 
lican leader of the Twentieth Assembly 
District. 

Mr. Hess went to the meeting of the club 
last night to fight against the resolution. 
There was a long preliminary discussion. 
P. Tecumseh: Sherman, John P.. Dwight, 
Major Robert C. Breckinridge, and James 
G. McMurray spoke in favor of the adoption 
of the resolution. W. H. Morton, W. H. 
Coyle, Robert B. Miller, Frederick Gross, 
and others spoke against it. Major Breck- 
inridge read a letter from Henry L. Ein- 
stein, informing him that on the day before 
the nomination of Mr. Hess waS made, he, 
Mr. Binstein, called Mr, Lauterbach up on 
the telephone and urged him not to permit 
the nomination of Mr. Hess. The letter said 
that Mr. Lauterbach replied that Mr. Hess 
had already paid $5,000 as his contribution. 

The reading of this letter brought Mr. 
Hess to his feet. ‘‘ The statement that I 
paid any money for this nomination,” he 
said, ‘is absolutely and unqualifiedly false. 
Against so scandalous a charge I place my 
reputation of many years’ standing in this 
city. I place the word of Mr. Lauterbach 
against it, and I will take the word of Mr. 
Lauterbach against the word of Mr. Ein- 
stein because one is a4 gentleman and the 
other is not. If I was not precluded for 
the time being from bringing in the name of 
a fair and much beloved sister, I could ex- 
ee very clearly the real reason for Mr. 

instein’s attack upon me. 

“TI was not beaten for Congress by Re- 
publican votes, I was beaten because the 
district is Democratic. Any one would 
have been beaten. This resolution is an 
attack upon me and upon my candidacy.” 

Mr. Hess specifically denied that he had 
ever given ahy money for the nomina- 
tion to either.Thornton, Stewart, or Henkel. 
“JT am a friend of Thornton, I am a friend 
of Stewart, I am a friend of Henkel, be- 
cause they are Republicans in bad weather 
as well as in fair weather,’”’ said Mr. Hess.

Interested in the annual meeting of the Na- 
tion League and American Association of 


Baseball Clubs, which began this afternoon. 
{t was preceded in the morning by a meet- 
ing of the Board of Directors. 

The Directors audited the accounts of the 
League and awarded the championship pen- 
aant to Baltimore. The annua! business to be 
presented to the League for its consideration 
Was arranged. The Cincinnati Club asked 
the board to straighten-out the old baseball 
park trouble in that city. Von Der Ahe of 
St. Louis claims an eight-thousand-dollar 
Interest in the field, and has attached the 
gate receipts from time to time. The board 
decided that it did not care to reopen the 
pase, and, as the dispute is in court, the 
“incinnati Club was advised to fight out 
‘ts battles there. The meeting was a brief 
Dne. he 

At the League’s. annual meeting — it 
Was decided to change the opening 
and closing time of the season so that all 
games will commence April 15 and end 
Oct. 15.. Formerly the season closed about 
Det. 1. 

The President of the league and the act- 
ing Chairman were authorized to appoint 
a Committee on Playing Rules, not to ex- 
ceed three in number, which committee is 
to be instructed to make a report on its 
work and any suggestion or alteration it 
deems proper in the playing rules to the 
Secretary of the league at least thirty days 
prior to the Spring or schedule meeting. 

The section of the constitution providing 
for the meeting of the Board of Directors 
Was changed so that future meetings will 
be held on the first Tuesday after the sec- 
ond Monday in November instead of the 
first Wednesday after the second Tuesday. 
Section 4 was stricken out. It provided for 
the fining of an umpire $25 for the first 
offense and $50 for the second offense for 
mot reporting trouble with a player. 

Among other matters talked of to come 
before the league are a proposition to 
abolish coaching, an effort to abolish the 
Temple Cup games, which have followed 
the regular championship series, and an at- 
tempt to put through a deal whereby St. 
Louis will have a club with an even win- 
ning chance instead of contesting for tail- 
end play, as for the last two seasons. 

There is plenty of gossip about deals for 
transfer of individual players. One deal 
in that line was accomplished in the sale 
of outfielder Tom Bannon of the New-Yorks 
to Kansas City. The amount paid by the 
Missouri club is said to be ‘“ mterely nom- 
inal,”’ the terms being kept private. ‘There 
is talk that Philadelphia wil) be strength= 
ened by the acquisition of Third Baseman 
McGraw of Baltimore and Rusie of New- 
York. 

In an interview, President Young said: 
“The talk about a cutting down of the 
circuit or a change in it, I think, is without 
foundation. The League has lived five years 
under the agreement made when the Na- 
tional League and the American Associa- 
tion united. It still has five years to live 
under this agreement, and so far as I know 
there will be no change in the circuit until 
the ten years have passed. 

‘“‘The purchase of some of the St. Louis 
Club by the Baltimore Club? Yes, I have 
heard this reported, but I do not know that 
it is true. It is a common thing for some 
clubs to hold stock in other clubs, however, 
and if Baltimore does own some of the St. 
Louis Club, it may be a good thing for the 
latter. St. Louis is a first-class baseball 
city, and a good club there is desired by 
every league member. 

“If anything is doné in the Rusie mat- 
ter, it will be done outside of the meeting. 
The Board of Directors passed upon, it 
some time ago, and that decision stands 
as final, so far as the League as a body 
is concerned. As to changes in rules, I 
am of the opinion that they will be small, 
if any.” 

F. H. Abells of Brooklyn has a scheme 
which he thinks would add to the patron- 
age of the game. ‘My idea,’ said he, 
**is to release all the players Jan 1, and 
not allow any of them to be signed until 
March 1. Then let there be a scramble 
and a competition, with a fixed salary lim- 
it, however. This would produce such fre- 
quent and exciting changes in the clubs 
that the patrons in every city would be 
continually on the jump, uncertain what to 
expect, whom they would see in their uni- 
forms, or how the games would go.”

THE NEEDS OF THE ARMY. 


Gen. Miles Offers Suggestions in His 
Annual Report. 


WASHINGTON, Nov, 11.—In transmitting 
to the Secretary of War the annual reports 
of the deparment commanders in connec- 
tion with his own report upon the military 
operations of the past year, Gen. Nelson A. 
Miles, commanding the army, recommends 
that the enlisted strength of the army be 
fixed at one soldier to every 2,000 of popula- 
tion as a minimum, the maximum not to 
exceed one soldier for every 1,000 of popu- 
lation, ‘‘the- strength to be determined 
within these limits by the President of the 
United States aecording to the necessities 
and requirements of the Nation.” 

He renews his previous reéommendation 
that at least two -stations west of the 
Rocky Mountains and one east be estab- 
lished for the accommodation of one regi- 
ment of cavalry each; also, the recommen- 
dations concerning the use of bicycles and 
motor wagons, and the promotion of en- 
listed men who shall be found competent 
after thorough examination to the grade of 
Second Lieutenant after five years of serv- 
ice. 

A consideration of the importance of coast 
defenses comprises the greater part of Gen. 
Miles’s report, and is the subject of his 
most important suggestions. He renews 
the recommeadations made in his report 
for last year, and adds: 

“Liberal appropriations should be made 
for the manufacture of high-power guns and 
mortars, the construction of emplacements, 
platforms, and,fortifications for the same, 
and the construction of barracks and quar- 
ters for the accommodation of the artil- 
lery garrisons that are to command them; 
and I urge that a sufficient appropriation 
be made avzilable for the work or Ord- 
nance, Engineer, and Quartermaster’s De- 
partments during the year as follows: 

“At Portland, Me., $1,134,850; Ports- 
mouth, N. H., $393,925; Boston, $1,078,350; 
Narragansett Pier, R. 1., $642,825; Long Isl- 
and Sound, eastern entrance, $896,925; New- 
York, eastern entrance, $913,600; New-York, 
southern entrance, $1,299,600; Philadelphia, 
$625,025; Baltimore, $671,450; Washington, 
D, C., $577,925; Hampton Roads, Va., $619,- 
325; Wilmington, N. C., $125,525; Charles- 4 
ton, S. C., $350,925; Savannah, Ga., $393,925; 
Key West, Flia., $82,400; Pensacola, Fla., 
$150,400; Mobile, Ala., $150,400; New-Or- 
leans, $489,400; Galveston, Texas, $157,925; 
San Diego, Cal., $600,925; San Francisco, 
$902,850; mouth of the Columbia River, 
Oregon, $566,325; Puget Sound, $764,050. 

“The above sunis,’’ Gen. Miles says, “‘ are 
imperatively required for the present year. 
The amounts for the construction of bar- 
racks and quarters included in them will 
be all that will be required for these lo- 
calities for many years, and will probably 
complete the work needed for that depart- 
ment. 

“An unwise argument,’’ continues the 
General, “ has been made against the con- 
struction of modern high-power guns, mor- 
tars, and the modern appliances of war, 
that it is a danger and a menace to the la- 
boring classes, and in some _ instances 
marked protests have been made against 
such a National policy. The arguments 
seem scarcely worthy of consideration; yet 
it is deemed proper to call attention to the 
fact that these National safeguards are 
in no sense a menace to any class of citi- 
zens, not even to the humblest individual; 
but on the other hand they are a protec- 
tion to the life, property, and welfare of 
all classes from the highest to the lowest. 
They protect not only the commercial ports 
with their accumulation of public buildings 
and private dwellings, the commerce, the 
ship yards, the factory, the foundry, the 
workshop, but also the savings bank and 
the cottage. In fact, the destruction of our 
great commercial and manufacturing cities 
would be a National disaster far more se- 
rious and appalling to the great masses of 
the laboring people than it would be to any 
other class of our people.”’ 





A GREAT INLAND CANAL PLAN. 


The Scheme Devised by Joseph R. 
Encke of Trenton, 


TRENTON, N. J., Nov. 11.—Joseph R. 
Encke has developed a scheme for an in- 
land canal, and also for one across the 
country connecting the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific Oceans. He has been thirty years on 
the subject. He is a man of high repute, 
was formerly the Principal of the Tren- 
ton High School, and was made an LL. D. 
by Princeton College. 

He began the study of canals after the 
close of the war, and in connection with 
the refuge of a navy when in peril. Out 
of it has grown a gigantic scheme, which, 
to develop, would cost hundreds of millions 
of dollars. He proposes that the Gov- 
ernment build the canal by issuing non-in- 
terest bearing bonds. The canal at the 
water line is ‘to be 330 feet wide, 50 feet 
deep in the middie, 40 feet on the sides, 
and concave in shape, so that perfect dock- 
ing can be secured on both sides of the 
dock. There are to be double locks, so 
that steamships going in opposite direc- 
tions can pass through. There will be 
enough water to let. any battleship or 
steamship go through at the same speed 
that it goes on the ocean. 

There is to be a railroad running parallel 
with the canal on one side; and the other 
side is to be devoted to industries. Dr. 
Encke in an interview said: 

“It will cost considerable money to build 
such a canal, but the revenues will be 
enormous. The Sultan of Turkey has se- 
cured a return of nine billions of dollars, 


and the investment is sixty millions, which. 
was the cost of the Suez Canal. The canal 
is to be lined with a double-faced wall, 
sides and bottom, on a concrete founda- 
tion; sc that it will endure for 10,000 yéars. 
There will be enough water to insure speed. 
The rodents cannot harm such a wall. The 
building of this canal would furnish em- 
ployment to many idle men. It would cut 
down the loss by storm on the ocean. -It. 
would give an inland route in times of 
war.” . 

The route would bé from Sandy Hook 
Bay across New-Jersey into Delaware Bay, 
then across the State of Delaware to the 
Mississippi Valley, and up to the Great 
Lakes. . 





Damages for Death of His Son. 

Joseph Devlin of 445 West Thirteenth 
Street, through his counsel, G. Washbourne 
Smith, recovered a verdict yesterday of 
$5,000 against the Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way Company for the death of his son 
Terence, twehty vears of age, who was 
killed by one ‘of the company’s horse cars 
at Lexington Avenue and Thirty-sixth 
Street. The boy was driving one of the 
hill horses at the time, and the horse turned 
before reaching the point at which he should 
be loosed from the car, knocking the de- 
ceased off the car and throwing him under 
the front wheel, and injuring him so_se- 
verely that he died on the following day. 
The case was tried before Judge Freedman 
and a jury. The accident happened before

WORK OF REFORM! 





BISHOP POTTER AND MESSRS. 
WARNER AND SCHURZ SPEAK. 


Office Holding Freed from Its Slavery 
~Woman’s Interest in Civil Serv- 


ice—Tammany Aristocratic— 


President Cleveland’s Great 
Influence. 


The first of a weekly series of addresses 
on civil service reform was given yesterday 
afternoon at the Berkeley Lyceum under 
the auspices of the Woman’s Auxiliary of 
the Civil Service Reform Association. Bish- 
op Henry C. Potter presided, and Carl 


Schurz was the principal speaker. 

‘Charles Dudley Warner preceded Mr. 
Schurz with a short talk, as he called it, in 
which he defined civil service reform and 
rited some successful examples of its work- 
ings. 

The little theatre was well filled, consider- 
ing the inclemency of the weather. The 
audience was composed almost entirely of 
Women, most of whom are members of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary. Among them were 
Mrs. W. H. Schieffelin, President; Mrs. C. 
R. Lowell, Vice President; Mrs. Winthrop 
Cowden, Secretary; Miss Schurz, Miss Mor- 
gan, Miss Whitney, Miss Zimmerman, Mrs. 
Potter, Mrs, Jacoby, Mrs. Lorillard Spencer, 
and Mrs. Lillian Betts. 

In his opening remarks, Bishop Potter said 
that the question as to why the Woman's 
Auxiliary existed had occurred to him. An- 
other question was what work could it do 
that could not be accomplished by the main 
association. 

‘‘A general answer to these questions,” 
gaid Bishop Potter, ‘“‘is that the work of 
the general association has to cover 50 
many points that the auxiliary is necessary 
for certain special work in which women 
are particularly interested. But I might 
make many answers to these questions. 
Suppose, for instance, that I asked one of 
you to choose your cook because she was @ 
cousin of a cousin of some one in whom I 
was interested. And, suppose all of you 
employed your cooks and other servants on 
that basis. The result would be an out- 
rageous system through which you would 
have thrust in your households cooks who 
could not cook, and other servants who 
would be wholly unfit for their places. 

“If I should recommend to you a cook 
because she was a kinswoman of some one 
I knew, your first question would be, ‘Can 
she cook?’ And if she was not a good cook 
you would not employ her. The basis on 
which yeu employ your help is the founda- 
tion of the civil-service idea. 


The Slavery of Office Holding. 


*‘But my interest is upon other grounds. 
During my -younger days, while in Wash- 
Ington, I heard the speech of Charles Sum- 
ner in which he said ‘the institution of 


Slavery is a crime which degrades men.’ 
Those words made a lasting impression 
upon my mind. 

“No matter what I, as a citizen of this 
country, may be doing, I have the right to 
look forward to an appointment to a public 
Office of some sort—to a public position, 
with ample pay, in which I may free myself 
from personal care and responsibility. I 
therefore seek such a position, not because 
I am particularly fitted for it, but because 
i want it, and have influential friends who 
will help me to secure it. Such a system 
tends to slavery. In allowing it to exist 
you. lower the tone of the man’s life who 
seeks public office in that way—who is put 
into office through the influence of his 

chmen, or the henchmen of others 
‘whose slave he becomes. If it is under- 
étood that men cannot get positions unless 
they are fitted for them, all this political 
trickery will cease, and thousands of men 
who are doing well in their chosen voca- 
tions _will quit worrying over the hope of 
securing some public office for which they 
are wholly unfitted. They will turn their 
whole attention to other things and become 
better citizens. 

“If this woman’s auxiliary does nothing 
else, its work will be valuable in stopping 
many women from giving recommendations 
to men who want positions. Lots of wo- 
men use their personal influence to procure 
positions for men who have no other quali- 
fications than that they are a cousin of 
Aunt Anna’s or a nice young man. Nothing 
but tried fitness and competency should be 
the basis of employment of public ser- 
vants,”’ 

Bishop Potter then introduced Mr. War- 
mer, who said: 

“Civil service reform is an effort we are 
making to stop this system of every citizen 
pushing ahead toward his own individual 
ends.*Too many of us have forgotten the 
common weal. At last we are coming to a 
scientific treatment of our system of em- 
ploying public servants. Because a man is 
a good Christian is no reason why he 
should be employed as a watchmaker, and 
because another is the seventh son of a 
seventh son is no reason for his being em- 
ployed as a physician. 


Work of Reform in New-York. 


“We have an illustration at hand of the 
Success of civil service reform. New-York 
has for years had a Street Cleaning Depart- 
ment, with adequate machinery and officers 
to.do the work required. It was supplied 


‘with an adequate amount of money. But it 
Was not a success. One day there came a 
man who had an idea that the machinery 
of the department could be used to clean 
@treets. He put his idea into practice, and 
we all know the result. Whatever was 
good of the machinery he kept. The bad 
part he threw away, and replaced it with 
other that was good. 

** Civil service reform means that things 
shall be done in a businesslike way. The 
whole scheme is so simple and so appropri- 
ate to our every-day life that I wonder 
jthere was ever any opposition to it.” 

In introducing Mr. Schurz, Bishop Potter 
requested the speaker to repeat some re- 
marks made at the Bishop’s residence some 
days ago. Mr. Schurz said that he ap- 
ee on the platform, not as a volunteer 

ut as a drafted man. : 

“I thought to myself, however, 
she had not been fit for the pasitinn “wes 
might have been retained just the same. 
There were thousands of good hard work- 
ing women in the departments, and there 
were other thousands who were wholly unfit 
for the a Br they held. All of them— 
the good and the bad—held their places 
through influence. Doesn’t every one of 
you see to what this system led? Since the 
civil service law went into effect women 
can say, ‘I am not here by the favor of 
some one, I am here because I am fitted for 
the position I hold.’ This alone entitles 
civil service reform to woman’s care. 


Tammany’s Feudal System, 


“One feature of civil service reform is 
that it is thoroughly democratic. Tammany 
was the most aristocratic organization in 
its method of filling public offices, not be- 
cause of the descent of its members or the 


purity of their _escutcheons, but because 
it distributed offices on an entirely feudal 
basis. Its bosses were Kings, Dukes, or 
Earls. The King distributed the honors of 
his realm to Dukes and Earls, commonly 
known as district leaders. Then they had 
the say as to who should receive favors 
from the King. Nobody received a posi- 
tion unless the Duke or Ear] said so. 

“‘I am not here to make you a formal 
address,’”’ he said, “ put merely for a con- 
versation. 

“Now, about the interest of women in 
civil service reform. They are particularly 
interested because of the thousands of them 
who are employed in the service of bdéth 
the Federal and State Governments. In 
the department I formerly presided over 
in Washington, there was a woman ac- 
countant. who could at a glance give you 
the meaning of a whole page of figures. 
She was a wonder at figures, and was kept 
in her position because of her value. Yet 
before the civil service laws were passe 
she was constantly afraid of losing her 

sition. There are thousands of women 
n the departments at Washington who 
hold their positions through the favor of 
fome one man. One of my first experiences, 
when Senator, with women office holders 
was with one who appcaled to me to help 
keep her in office. She said my predecessor 
had helped her to keep her position. I made 
pogeries and found that she was respect- 
able, hard -working, and capable. I 
zecommended that she be retained 

“Compare Tammany’s system with that 
‘of. civil service reform. The foundation of 
the latter is competitive examination. Sup- 
wenn f occurs in the Public Works 

ent of this city. Apetanoss do not 
gppear with orders from the King, Duke, 
or Earl, but with recommendations as to 
their respectability from two citi-

zens. Each applicant meets others with 
whom he has to compete in showi his 
qualifications. The man best qualifi for 
the position gets it, no matter how many 
influential friends his competitors may 
have. That is democracy against aristoc- 
racy. Here is the forum in which the 
poorest is as great as the richest—the forum 
in which there is no-favoritism. 

“When the Civil Service Reform Asso- 
ciation was founded twenty years ago, it 
was opposed, laughed at, and ridiculed. At 
first its work was missionary. Since the 
reform acts of 1883 and 1884, its work has 
ceased to be missionary, and has been that 
of watching legislation and officers who 
have che laws in charge. The progress of 
civil service reform has been so great in 
a few years that there are now practically 
80,000 persons holding positions under its 
protection. A large part of the success 
of the cause is due to President Grover 
Cleveland, who‘has done everything in his 
power to make the reform real. The cause 
has become so well founded that argument 
against it has ceased. Since it has been 
in practice, the decrease in percentage of 
dishonest employes has shown the efficacy 
of the examinations as a means of finding 
out a man’s character and general worth. 

“But the spoilsmen are not satisfied, and 
now they are talking of reforming the re- 
form. Last year the Fire Board asked the 
Legislature to give it the wer of exam- 
ining candidates for appoidtment in its de- 
partment. I understand that the next Leg- 
islature will be asked to amend the civil 
service law so that all the departments 
may conduct their own examinations. Here 
is the test whether civil service reform is 
to be lost or not. When that bill goes 
before the Legislature, then will come the 
time for our work. The members of the 
auxiliary, aS well as the parent organiza- 
tion, must gather themselves for the fight 
this Winter. We have too much to lose 
to remain idle. Let us fight, and we will 
win as we have won before.”

POLICE COMMISSIONERS ARGUE. 





Parker Says the New Men Are Light 
and Don’t Know the City. 


The present civil service exaiminations for 
candidates for the police force caused a 
lively discussion between the Police Com- 
missioners at the regular meeting of the 
board yesterday. Commissioner Parker 
brought the matter up by remarking that 
he did not think a higher grade of men 
were obtained by the present system of 
examination. He told President Roosevelt 
that the new men are under height, and 
that citizens had spoken to him about it. 

Lack of information about the city was 
another ground for Mr. Parker’s complaint. 
“It makes little difference to me whether 
a man who is going for a burglar knows 
where Chicago is, so long as he doesn’t 
know the city,’ exclaimed the Commis- 
sioner. 

President Roosevelt would not agree that 
there was any deterioration in the force. 
He stated that Mr. Parker had not seen 
any of the last 300 men appointed. 

“No,” exclaimed Mr. Parker, “ but I will 
have them before me on trial day.” 

Mr. Roosevelt also contended that the 
geographical questions of which so much 
has been said were such as an American 
boy would be expectei to know. ‘‘ We cer- 
tainly do not want men,” he continued, 
“who put down for five New-England 
States England, Ireland, Scotland, Wales, 
and Cork.’ After a prolonged discussion 


over the matter, Commissioner Roosevelt 
finally agreed to consider a change in some 
of the various subjects. 

Another discussion was the result of a 
proposal by Commissioner Parker that one 
instead of two meetings of the board a 
week would suffice. Commissioner Roose- 
yelt endeavored to have the board postpone 
action on the matter until Commissioner 
Andrews, who had left the meeting early, 
was present. The other two members would 
not agree to this, Commissioners Parker 
and Grant outvoting the President. The 
er meeting day was fixed for Wednes- 

ay. 

After the regular meeting, Commissioners 
Grant, Parker, and Roosevelt went into 
executive session over the case of Police 
Captain Martens. It was announced that 
no decision in the case had been reached. 
_The board referred to Deputy Chief Cort- 
right the complaint of the Election Bureau, 
that the Buffalo Steel House Company, 
from whom the polling places had been 
leased, had not removed the houses, as they 
agreed. Proceedings against them will be 
—_ unless they remove the polling places 
at once. , 


THE SERVANT GIRL PROBLEM. 





The German Housewives Have Organ- 
ized to Consider It. 


The German Housewives’ Society, a 
unique organization recently incorporated 
for the purpose of satisfactorily solving the 
servant question, held a meeting yesterday 
at the Hotel Logeling, at 237 East Fifty- 
seventh Street. The society at present has 
as imembers more than 1,000 servants, the 
majority of whom have found employment 
in the last two months through the efforts 
of this institution, which has on its em- 
ployers’ membership list 225 names. 

The object of the society is to guard the 
interests of the employer and employe, 
and, if possible, to better the condition of 
the latter. The plans of the society were 
first conceived by Mrs. L. Rosenberg, who 


is the President. Every woman becoming 
an employer member of the society pays 
an initiation fee of $3, and $2 in advance 
as dues every six months. This money 
is turned into a fund, from which the 
servant members will receive the follow- 
ing premiums as rewards for faithful serv- 
ces: 

Upon the expiration of two years faith- 
ful and uninterrupted service in the same 
family, the servant will be awarded $20. 

For three years’ uninterrupted service, 
$30. For five years’ uninterrupted service, 
$45, and for ten years’ service, $100. 

Incompetent, immoral servants, or those 
who neglect their duties, will be dropped 
from the society’s list, and will forfeit its 
privileges. Each employer member has 
the privilege of providing herself with one 
or more servants as often as necessity 
may require.

The 
fulfillment of this contract will necessitate 
the employment of a large number of new 
hands, and work is to be started within a 
few weeks. 


LANCASTER, Penn., Nov. 11.—The Far- 
num Cotton Mills of this city, employing 
1,500 hands, which have beem running on 
half time since May last, have posted a 
notice that hereafter they would run full 
time. 


Price of Beer to be Raised. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 11.—There is a movement 
on foot among the brewers, not alone of 
Chicago, but in every other city and town in 
the West and Northwest where beer is 
selling at $5 per barrel, to raise the price 
to $6 and place the brewing interests of 
Chicago, Milwaukee, and other large beer- 


producing places upon a paying footing. 
“The reason for the proposed advance,” 
said a brewer, *‘is the rise in the price of 
all materials that are used in the manufact- 
ure of beer. When the price is raised it 
will be all along the line, and no outsiders 
will come in to cut prices.”’ 


Railroad Enterprises. 


DES MOINES, Iowa, Nov. 11.—The an- 
nouncement was made to-day that, as a re-

THE WILL OF MRS. HICKS-LORD. 





To Be Contested by Mrs. Crommelin 
of Amsterdam, 


A contest over the will of Mrs. Hicks- 
Lord will probably be commenced shortly 
by J. W. H. Crommelin of Amsterdam, 
Holland, on behalf of his wife, a niece of 
the testatrix. Mr. Crommelin arrived in 
this country last week on the steamer 
Spaarndam, and is understood to have been 
looking up the matter of Mrs. Hicks-Lord’s 
estate, and to have secured counsel to rep- 
resent his wife on the return of the cita- 
tions for the proving of the will before the 
Surrogate, 

The will, which is now on file at the Sur- 
rogate’s office, caused considerable interest 
at the time it was made public, because of 
its provisions respecting her servants, and 
because it showed her estate to be only 
about $150,000, while the public generally 
supposed it to be a million or more. By 
the terms of her will her negro maid 
Maria Miller, is to receive an annuity of 
$100 per w@ek during her life, and another 
servant $385 a week, and her coachman $25 
a week for life. The residuary estate is 
bequeathed to her nephew, Jefferson Fletch- 
er, and her cousin, Mrs. Sarah E. Towns- 
end, wife of Prof. Thomas S. Townsend of 


Columbia College. Prof. Townsend and 
George Bell, her former business manager, 
are named as executors, 

Mr. Townsend said last evening that no 
papers had as yet been served by Mr. Crom- 
melin, but he understood that they would 
be At one time Mrs. Hicks-Lord, was un- 
doubtedly the possessor of -a fortune of 
perhaps $2,000,000, but unfortunate invest- 
ments in the West, her generous, but: unos- 
tentatious charities, and her lavish and ex- 
travagant mode of living had greatly re- 
duced her fortune. 

As to her servants, Prof. Townsend said 
she was very fond of them, especially of 
her maid, and it was well known to her 
friends that she proposed to remember them 
liberally in her will. Some years ago, when 
the maid, Maria, proposed to get married, 
she prevailed upon her to remain with her, 
and promised at that time to provide for 
her in the amount named in the will,

SHOT BY HIS SWEETHEART. 








Kirchner Refused’ to Marry Her on 
Religious Grounds. 


Henry Kirchner, twenty-one years old, of 
241 Avenue A, was shot last night by his 
sweetheart, Kittie Martin, in the store of 
the National Butter and Egg Company, at 
the same address, of which he is manager. 
The girl, who lives at 704 Third Avenue, 
fired five shots at him, two taking effect. 
The more serious one may result fatally, 
though the doctors disagree. The other 
shot is in the right hand. The girl fainted 
from the excitement. Both were taken to 
Bellevue Hospital in an ambulance. 

Kirchner met the young woman. four 
months ago, and they became engaged. 
There were many discussions by the couple 
as to the propriety of their marriage. She 
is a Catholic and he a Protestant. The girl, 
according to the story, made the strongest 
objections, but Kirchner overcame them 
and the date of the wedding was to be 
named as soon as Kirchner got together 
enough money to defray the expenses of a 
trip to the country, which the girl insisted 
upon. 

Lately Kirchner began to have misgivings 
regarding his marriage to one of another 
faith, and their last conversation on the 
topic, held last evening, led to the shooting. 


When, after a quarrel, she pulled out the 
pistol, Kirchner laughed at her, saying: ‘‘I 
guess you won't shoot, Kittie.” 

“I guess I will,” she answered, and pulled 
the trigger. The shot did not hit Kirchner. 
He saw the look of anger and earnestness in 
the girl’s face and tried to hide behind a 
pile of cracker boxes. Before he could do 
so the girl fired a second shot, and this 
struck Kirchner in the right chest. He fell, 
carrying several boxes with him. Three 
more shots were fired by the girl, who at 
last fell herself, unconscious. 

Kirchner was operated upon at Bellevue 
Hospital, and the bullet in his hand was 
extracted without difficulty, almost falling 
out. The exact location of the bullet which 
entered his breast could not be determined. 
It was at first thought that it had passed 
through the lung, but afterward that it had 
ranged upward and missed the lung, and 
was not, therefore, necessarily fatal. 

The girl is said to have been a waitress.

Benne candy is a delicacy of the South. 
At one time the old mammies could be 
found selling it in the markets, and every 
Southern child knew it. There is a Southern 
family in Brooklyn which sends South every 
year for two or three pounds of benne seeds, 
and then fortunate friends of the family 
have a treat. The benne seed is a little 
smaller than canary seed and resembles it 
in appearance. The candy is made very 
much after the fashion of the familiar pea- 
nut brittle, the seeds taking the place of 
the peanuts, but connoisseurs say that it 
is much more delicate. The seeds are roast- 
ed first in a skillet and then stirred into 
the candy mixture. The-plant is cultivated 
in most tropical and sub-tropical countries 
for the sake of the seed and the oil ex- 
pressed from it. The seeds themselves 
are used largely for food in Asia and Afri- 
ca, and. are exceedingly nutritious. Canaries 
are fond of them, but they are injurious 
except in very small quantities. The Chi- 
nese make a confection in which what ap- 
pears to be the same seed is used. But the 
Chinese make a regular peanut brittle, full 
of nuts, and the benne seed is covered 
thickly over the outside. It is to be found 
freshly made in some of -the Chinese stores 


of New-York.

The late Mrs. William H. Vanderbilt 
was married and went to live on East 
Broadway in 1841. The street name was 
written in one word, Eastbroadway, and

a bride, but the directory of 1841-2, a 
small volume, with only one column of 
hames on a page, does not give either the 
home or business address of William H. 
Vanderbilt. It is not given in any of the 
volumes for the next ten years. There 
were not many Vanderbilts in the directory 
at that time.

7, 1841—Jeremiah was a teacher, 20 Chrys- 
tie Street; John was a cabinetmaker, 68 
Vandam Street, and William S. Vanderbilt 
was a tailor, 420 Broadway. The little 
old directories are interesting. They were 
not altogether a financial success, how- 
ever. The editor in the edition for 1841-2 
says that people should be ashamed to 
resort to borrowed directories, and that 
if people would resolve not to loan, there 
would be as many copies sold in this 
“philanthropic and theatric city’’ as there 
should be.

BIG AUDIENCE WAS MOVED TO 
TEARS. 


Thousands Wait in the Rain to Hear 
the Evangelist—Cooper Union 
Hall Was Crowded to 
the Doors. 


Pripping skies and sloppy streets did not 
the crowd that stood in front of 
Cooper Union yesterday afternoon waiting 
for the doors to open for the Moody and 
Sankey mecting. men stood 
for an hour under umbrellas that guided 
streams of water down one another’s backs. 
Some of them were without even the inse- 
cure shelter of umbrellas, but waited pa- 
tiently. All stood. in mud and water, and 
were jostied from side to side as passers- 
by, who were not going to the meeting, el- 
bowed their passage through the crowd. 
There was perfect good nature, and an ex- 
hibition of that spirit of sufferance which 
turns the other cheek, and those who were 
thrust off the sidewalk meekly got back to 
be thrust off again. 

As soon as the doors opened the wet 
crowd of meek Christian workers walked 
quietly in, and sat in subdued silence until 
the time for the meeting should arrive. The 
Seats nearest the platform were in great 
demand, and were soon filled with elderly 
men and women, to whom cthers gave way. 
Then the seats throughovt the hall, back 
to the farthest corner, were occupied. Per-

the aisles or leaned against the platform. 

The stage was filled by the ministers and 
by the choir. Both divisions of these as- 
Sistants to the evangelists are increasing 
in numbers daily, so that at yesterday aft- 
ernoon’s meeting the platform was crowd- 
ed. The singers are not only getting more 
humerous, but they are becoming more ef- 
fective, as they sing in better harmony 
‘and with more spirit. 

The audience, as it is largely the same at 
all the afternoon meetings, is also taking 
& more active part in the services. A 
large number of persons have become fa- 
miliar features of the gatherings, and are 
Seen morning and afternoon, early and late, 
Sitting through the entire service, and in- 
bpiring the evangelists with their unflaggihg 
ardor. They have gradually taken posses- 
sion of the front rows and form a sort of 


leaven of enthusiasm for tho entire au- 
dience. 


Religious Fervor Increases. 

Up to yesterday afternoon there was but 
little religious fecling shown by those pres- 
ent. There was an abundance of zeal and 
fire, but there seemed to be a lack of ma- 
terial for the evangelist to work upon for 
mew converts. At the meeting yesterday 
afternoon, however, there were more, ap- 
parently, of the churchless, or what Mr. 
Moody calls “the Christless,” and the fire 
began to spread. The leaven of flame in 
the central seats began to work outward, 
and the first evidence of religious fervor 
and of religious conviction was manifested. 

This feeling began to be shown during Mr. 
Moody’s taik, but did not get through the 
audience until the prayer meeting that fol- 
lowed. At this service Mr. Moody and Dr.

Then 
there was a session of silent prayer, the

@sked for prayer for a ‘wayward son.” 
Another stood and said: “Pray for my 
erring boy.” A father called out in a voice 
broken with sobs: “‘ Pray for my five boys.” 
*‘A daughter and a son,’’ sobbed a woman 
in front; ‘‘for my husband,” pleaded a 
little pale-fuced woman. ‘“ Pray for my 
skeptical parents,” said a young lady in the 
rear; “for my child,’ cried a woman with 
bowed face between her hands and with 
tears pouring through her tightening fin- 
gers. And so the spirit of prayer and fervor 
spread through the audience, until men and 
women sobbed aloud in anguish and despair. 

Then Dr. Dixon asked ali who wanted 
prayers for themselves to stand up in con- 
Tession. ; A woman, gray-haired, feeble with 
age, with a face aglow with religious feel- 
ings and with the light of a long life of 
goodness, was one of the first to rise and 
ask for prayer. Dozens followed, until fully 
200 persons had risen and asked for the 
prayers of the audience for themselves, 

One man said: “I want prayer for busi- 
mess troubles.” ‘‘ Christ knows all about 
that,” said Dr. Dixon. 

At one time only the sobbing and weeping 
of the people could be heard. There was no 
praying aloud, no shouting, no triumphant 
*‘ ballcluijahs,”’ no unctuous “ amens.” Only 
tears and convulsive sobs.

Before Mr. Moody began his talk Mr.

Mr. Sankey to sing ‘“‘ Looking This Wey.” 
The singing evangelist prefaced his hymn 
by saying: ‘‘ Many are dressed in garments 
of mourning while I sing this song.”’

Cialiy for a revival of religion. The audi- 
ence then sang ‘‘ Evening Prayer,” and Mr. 
Moody came forward. 
» The evangelist said he would speak about 

prayer” at this meeting and at the next 
afternoon service. In the morning, he said, 
he would speak about the Bible and tell 
how it should be marked, so as to be made 
useful for study and reference. He then 


said: 
“Some of you will think that prayer { 
mighty dry subject. Some of von will ben 
My prayers don’t get any higher than my 
head.’ You say God don’t answer prayer. 
God answers prayer now just as much as 
he did in Babylon. God is no further from 
New-York than he was from Jerusalem. 
Christ told us to pray to the Father and to 
Himself. Christ prayed to God, and the 
four times in which God spoke to Him 
were when He was praying. When Jesus 
came up out of the water after baptism, he 
came up praying; and we read that God 
spoke to Him. Bible students say that God 
had not spoken before’ in thousands of 
ears.

An Incident in London. 


“ When I was in London in 1872 I went to 
the Old Bailey, where Sunday school teach- 
ers meet to pray, and I was asked to preach 
in one of the churches of the city. The 
servicc of the morning seemed to be very 
cold and forma]. In the evening I deter- 
mined to ask for an ‘expression.’ It is 
pretty hard to get an English audience to 
give an ‘expression.’ I asked all .who 


wanted to be Christians to stand up. They 
rose like one. I asked all who wished to be- 
come Christians to come into the chapel. 
They filled it. There were 400 persons taken 
into that church. 

“But the work was done by a bed-ridden 
woman. She heard that I was in London 
ana set herself to pray that I should be sent 
to that church. Her sister came home one 
day and said: ‘Who do you’ suppose 

reached to-night?’ She guessed a num- 
er of names. ‘No,’ said her sister, ‘it 
was Mr. Moody from America.’ And then 
the poor woman. when she heard that I 
would be there at night also, refused to 
eat, but spent the evening in prayer. All 
the time I was preaching this soul was ap- 
pealing to God for me. She had done the 
work. 

“There are some conditions to prayer. 
In the first place, there must be adoration. 
There must also be confession. A woman 
once came to me and said: ‘Mr. Moody, I 
a@m very unhappy because I cannot con- 

band.’ I asked her if she ever 
she confessed. I said 


you must go to him and confess, and then 
you can have influence over him. She told 
ine afterward that when her husband 
came home that night she fell on his neck 
and kissed him and confessed her own 
weakness. And it was not long before she 
had won him for Christ. She said to me: 
‘{ thought I was happy the day I married, 
but the happiest day of my life was the 
day I won my husband to God.’ 


Audience Moved to Tears. 


Women could be heard sobbing all over 
the audience as the evangelist told this 
story in a voice quivering with emotion. 

“Nothing chills prayer,” continued Mr. 
Moody, “like cold formality. I don’t fear 
the infidels and atheists as much as I do 
the cold formalism that has come into the 
Chureh of God. Let us have no prayerless 
prayers. 

““ Another clement is restitution. A woman 
in England once said to me that she had, 
years ago, taken five bottles of wine from 
a man, and that she could not pray, because 
every time she knelt down, up came these 
five bottles of wine. [Laughter.] I told 
her she must make restitution. She said 
she couldn’t. ‘Why, not?’ said I. ‘The 
man is dead,’ she replied,’ ‘ Then, give it to 
his son.’ She got $25, and took it to him, 
and explained the whole matter. ‘ But the 
wine didn’t cost that much,’ he said. ‘I 
don’t care,’ she replied; ‘I don’t want any 
of that debt to remain on my soul.’ 

* All of us can pray. Let us get out of the 
way everything that hinders prayer, then 
we will have the fires of Pentecost here in 
New-York.” ‘

INQUIRY AS TO WAGES. 


Now Being Made by the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. 


John T. McDonough, the Commissioner of 
the State Bureau of Labor Statistics, who 
is examining employes in the city factories 
in order that he may obtain the informa- 
tion necessary to compile a series of tables 
showing just what women make as wage 
earners, and comparing their wages at the 
present time with their earnings five years 
ago, yesterday continued his inquiry. The 
inquiry is being conducted secretly, nor will 
Commissioner McDonough say what his in- 
vestigation so far has shown. 

Three sessions for the hearing of testi- 
mony are held daily at-the Free Public Em- 
ployment Office, a branch of the bureau, 331 
East Fourteenth Street. The last sessions 
will be held on Saturday. 

Commissioner McDonough is also making 
inquiries regarding the sanitary condition 
of factories and their arrangements in mat- 
ters of importance to the health of the con- 
fined workers. When employes are unable 


to attend the inquiry in person, the Com- 
missioner asks them to answer a series of 
questions submitted on a blank issued for 
that purpose. Employers are also asked to 
furnish statistics. 

Witnesses are paid the same fees as wit- 
nesses before a county court, and are re- 
quired by law to testify. When the labors 
of the Commissioner have’ been concluded 
= report will be submitted to the Legis- 
ature. 


TO DIMINISH HONORS. 





New-York University Faculty Is Con- 
sidering Important Changes. 


The Faculty of New-York University has 
under discussion two important changes— 
one, the abolishment of ali compctitive 
tests for commencement honors, and the 
doing away of the old appointment of vale- 
dictorian and salutatorian, &c., and in their 
stead the graduation of all bachelors with 
three grades, namely, with high honor, 
summa cum laude; with honor, cum laude, 
and the third class to include the rest. 
Heretofore a precise number of honors have 
been given, either eight or ten, in the form 
of commencement appointments. 

At the same time the Faculty is discuss- 
ing the advisability of memorializing the 
Council to establish a single commencement 
for all the six schools, instead of three 
separate commencements, as at present. 
Another question that is under discussion is 
the doing away of the degree of Bachelor 
of Philosophy, giving only the degrees of 
Bachelor of Arts and Bachelor of Science to 
college graduates, 





THE SINKING OF THE TEXAS. 


Court of Inquiry Hearing Evidence at 
the Navy Yard. 


The court of inquiry appointed to exam- 
ine into the cause of the accident to the 
battleship Texas, which sank at her dock 
in the Brooklyn Navy Yard Monday morn- 
ing, began its investigations yesterday aft- 
ernoon in the navy yard. 

The court consists of Commodore How- 
ell, Chief Engineer W. W. Dugan, and 
Naval Constructor J. F. Hanscom. Lieut. 
B. T. Walling is Judge Advocate. After 


a two hours’ session in Building No. 7, the 
court went on board the Texas. A large 
number of witnesses, including the officers 
of the Texas, were examined. The inquiry 
will continue to-day. 





Opposed to Government Banks. 


The resolution adopted on Tuesday by the 
Baltimore Chamber of Commerce, which 
recommended that the Government go out 
of the banking business, is likely to receive 
attention from the New-York Chamber of 
Commerce at its December meeting. Sev- 
eral members are interested in the subject, 
and one of them said yesterday that when 
the Sherman bill was before Congress the 
New-York Chamber of Commerce proposed

EX-GOV. ROSWELL P. FLOWER 
SAYS BRYANISM IS DEAD. 


Sound-Money Principles Will Control 
‘in the Democratic Party—Popo- . 
crats Must Get Off the Chi- 
cago Platform. 


Several Democrats called yesterday on 
ex-Gov. Roswell P. Flower and congratu- 
lated him on the part he had taken in the 
campaign for sound money. The ex-Govy- 
ernor was in his office, in Exchange Court. 

One of his callers was Major James W. 


Hinkley, the former Chairman of the Demo- 
eratic State Committee. 

Ex-Gov. Flower told a reporter for THE 
New-YorK TiMzs that he thought the issue 
which had divided the Democratic Party” 
this year was dead beyond resurrection, and 
the only thing for Democrats in this State 
to do is to come together on the Indian- 
apolis platform. 

“The doctrines of the Chicago platform 
are dead,” said Mr. Flower. ‘‘ They were 
killed on election day, and no man with a 
grain of political sense will ever again at- 
tempt to make them an issue. 

“They tore the Democratic Party to 
pieces. They resulted in the loss to the 
party of local offices, They lost the strength 
of organization. They were defeated by 
Democrats who would not stand for them 
when they were put into the Chicago plat- 
form, and who will never stand for them.” 

“What is to be the future of the party in 
this State?” 

‘All Democrats, it seems to me, must 
stand on the Indianapolis platform. Those 
of us who repudiated the Chicago doctrines 
are Democrats, but, as we said to the Bry- 
anities then, ‘We will help defeat you,’ so 
we say to the Bryanites now, ‘If you ever 
take up these doctrines again; if you stand 
on the Chicago platform in other cam- 
paigns, we will again defeat you.’ But 


Bryanism, I believe, will not be heard of 
in this State any more. We have whipped 
it to death. 

“The old organization in this State has 
regularity, and that is all it has. It has 
lost many of its leaders. It has lost its 
patronage, which was werful in holding 
it together. It has lost its hope for the fut- 
ure, for it cannot hold together so long as 
it stands on the Chicago platform. If 
those who have remained regular join the 
Democrats who stand on the Indianapolis 
platform, then we shall have no differ- 
ences. 

‘They will come to us. They will agree to 
the old-time doctrines of the party. They 
know we will never go to the Chicago doc- 
trines. They will not take up a dead dog 
like that. 

*“*T believe the Democratic Party in New- 
York State has a work for the future. I be- 
lieve the men who have been in this fight 
for sound money and the maintenance of 
the old “Seaapesenes! will have some part in 
that work. 

“I believe the regular organization will 
recognize gsound-money men as its leaders. 
I believe the next candidate of Tammany 
Hall for Mayor of this city will be a sound- 
money man,”’ 

“Do you think the sound-money Demo- 
crats should be recognized by a place in the 
Cabinet? ”’ 

‘“‘No, I do not think so. The sound-money 
Democrats were after neither votes nor 
patronage. They were simply fighting for 
their country. They do not agree with the 
Republicans on the tariff. They are Demo- 
crats now on that proposition as much as 
they ever were: A : 

“ They have a unique position. Even Gen. 
Palmer, the candidate for President, did not 
want votes, e wigs better pleased because 
he did not. receive. many in some States, I 
imagine. I refused to sign a request direct- 
ed.to National. Democrats asking them to 
support Palmer and Buckner. I wanted 
men to vote in what seemed to them the 
most effective way of kidling Bryanism, I 
believed it was better to save the business 
and the credit of the country than to build 
up a party. " 

“This country does not yet fully apprect- 
ate from what it escaped on election day. 
Such a situation never before confronted 
the Nation. One of the great parties was 
making a National fight for ideas which, if 
they had won, would have closed up busi- 
ness in every commercial centre in the coun- 
try. It is worth while for the people to re- 
flect on how it is that the millions of voters 
could have divided on such an issue.” 





THE GOLD DEMOCRACY. 
Illinois Men Moving to Perpetuate Its 
Organization, 


CHICAGO, Noy. 11.—The gold Democrats 
of Illinois will meet Saturday to arrange 
plans for the perpetuation of the National 
Democracy. A permanent State Chairman 
will be appointed to replace Charles A. 
Ewing, who died last week, and a working 
committee will be selected. 

The plan of organization of the Gold 


‘Democracy is to have the various State 


committees build up State political bodies, 
which may unite with other State organiza- 


tions until the National party shall be 
placed on a firm basis. 

Many persons have been suggested for the 
Illinois State Chairmanship, including John 
P. Hopkins and Henry S. Robbins. The 
selection of one of the more prominent Chi- 
cago men, however, would require the re- 
organization of the State Central Commit- 
tee. Gold headquarters at the Palmer 
House will be kept open till Saturday. After 
that new offices will be taken.

Mr. Bynum Outlines a Programme for 
Sound-Money Democrats.

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JOHN H, INMAN’S WILL. 


His Entire Family Provided For, the 
Wife Coming First. 


The contents of the will of the late John 
H. Inman were made public yesterday by 
the law firm of Parsons, Shepard & Ogden 
of 111 Broadway. 

According to the document, the widow, 
his son, Hugh M. Inman, and his brother, 
Samuel M. Inman, are appointed executors 
and trustees. His son, John H., on becom- 
ing twenty-one years old, is also to be an 
executor. No bonds are to be required, and 
it is directed that they may qualify in any 
State, whether they are residents or not. 

The executors are empowed to settle any 
unfinished business, whether in the shape 
of a partnership or not. The partners in 
the firm of Inman, Swann & Co., if they 
so desire, are to have three years in which 
to wind up the business, during that time 
his interest to remain, either in whole or 
in part, with the surviving partners. The 
will in that connection reads: 

‘“‘I further previde that if the surviving 
partners of Inman, Swann & Co. desire, 
my executdrs shall leave with them, at 
interest, in addition to such capital as I 
have in business, a sum not. to exceed 
$500,000, either in cash or in available se- 
curities, and for a period of not to exceed 
three years, or such part thereof as shall 
be consumed in the .iquidation of the busi- 
ness. . 

“While I leave this discretionary with 
my executors, it is my preference that such 
re shall remain with Inman, Swann 

0. 

To the wife, Margaret C. Inman, goes 
the sum of $25,000 a year and the residence 
874 Fifth Avenue, with its furnishings, 
valued at more than $450,000. Until a suffi- 
cient trust fund for this annuity is set aside 
from the estate by the trustees, the entire 
estate is chargeable with it. 

The residue of the estate is bequeathed 
to the executors and trustces in equal 
shares, one for each of the surviving chil- 
dren and one for the issue of each deceased 
child, if any, in trust. 

The value of the estate is not given, and 
the lawyers say it cannot be estimated at 
present. 


UNION GAS COMPANY MEETS. 





New Brooklyn Syndicate Declares a 
Dividend of 6 Per Cent. 


The first annual meeting of the Brooklyn 
Union Gas Company was held Tuesday 
afternoon at 180 Remsen Street, Brooklyn. 
More than 110,000 shares of stock were 
represented. . Felix Campbell, President of 
the company, presided, and W. Stoddard 
was Secretary. 

The company was organized on Novy. 4, 
1895, by an amalgamation of seven gas com- 
panies of Brooklyn, with a capital stock of 
$30,000,000. Before the formation of the 
Brooklyn Union Company all the companies 
were underselling each other, and the con- 
sumer was paying 90 cents per 1,000 feet 
for gas. As soon as the combination was 
formed the price went up to its present 
figure of $1.25 per 1,000 feet. ° 

A dividend of 6 per cent. on the capital 
stock of $30,000,000 was declared and 


the announcement was made that there 
was a satisfactory surplus on hand. The 
stockholders expressed themselves as much 
pleased with the result of a year’s working 
and President Campbell said that the stock, 
which had been quoted at 98 and 100, was 
now worth in open market more than 110. 
The Directors elected were William Rocke- 
feller. Henry H. Rogers, John G. Moore, 
James Jourdan, David G. Legget, Henry W. 
Cannon. and Elverton R. Chapman. The 
Directors will meet to-day to organize and 
elect officers. 





STREET CAR TRACK ROW. 


It Occurred in Jersey City When Con~- 
tractors Tried to Work. : 


Some time ago the authorities of Union 
Hill contracted with Murphy & Callery to 
construct a sewer in Bergenline Avenue 
and Fourth Street, Jersey City. They had 
to pass under the tracks of the North Hud- 
son Electric Railway. The company agreed 
to shift its tracks, but when the workmen 
reached the tracks yesterday a dispute 
arose as to how the tracks should be 
moved. The company’s agents finully re- 
fused to move the tracks at all. Then the 
contractors’ men undertook to shift them, 
and Adjuster Frederick Mersheimer ran a 
trolley car to the scene and kept it on the 
tracks at the point where the trench was 
opened. 

The workmen and the railroad men then 
became involved in the row and the police 
were cailed on to preserve order. They kept 
possession of the ground until evening, 
when the company’s counsel went to Chan- 
cellor McGill’s house and obtained an in- 
junction restraining the contractors from 
removing the tracks until an amicable ad- 
justment of the difficulty can be effected. 

Callery & Murphy say they would be able 
to lay the sewer without discommoding the 
company or the public but for ‘the fact that 
there is only about four feet of earth on 
the street. All the rest is trap rock, and 
this must be blasted out until a sufficient 
depth is obtained. 





TO RAISE PRICE OF COAL. 


Ohio Producers Agree to Form an 
Association. 


The officials of the Ohio soft coal produc- 


ing and carrying companies, including the, 


Philadelphia, Hocking Valley, Weeling 
and Lake Erie, Baltimore and Ohio, Colum- 
bus, Sandusky and Hocking, Cleveland, 
Lorain and Wheeling, and Toledo and Ohio 
Central Railroads, met again yesterday at 
143 Liberty Street. 

It was announced at adjournment that it 
had been agreed to form an association for 
three years, to raise prices and transporta- 


tion charges. Details will be arranged at 
future meetings. A meeting of Ohio opera- 
tors will be held at Columbus, Ohio, in a 
few days, when an organization for three 
years will be arranged. 





Max Hochstim Discharged. 


Max Hochstim, the well-known east side 
politician who was arrested election day 
on the charge of bribing a voter, was re- 
leased by the Court of Special Sessions 
Tuesday. Hochstim was charged with brib- 


ing Michael J. Cavanagh just before he en- 
tered the voting booth at Broome and Essex 
Streets. 

His attorney demurred, holding that the 
fact of money passing was not proof that 
it was intended for an illegal purpose. The 
Court unanimously sustained the demurrer.

CITY'S BONDS SOLD- WELL 


VERMILYE & CO. WANTED ALL 
OR NONE AND GOT THEM. 





They ‘Bid One Hundred and Four and 
Seventy-one One Hundredths— 
Earning Power Is Three 
and a Fifth. 


The Sinking Fund Commissioners met in 
the office of Controller Fitch yesterday and 
awarded the entire issue of the 3% per cent. 
city bonds of various series, and amounting 
to $16,046,590.71, to Vermilye & Co. of 16 
Nassau Street, who bid 10471-100 for the 
entire amount. Their bid was for all or 
none. They.got all. 

The bonus, or premium, which the city 
will get for these bonds is $755,794.42. In 
the hands of the buyers the earning power 
of the bonds, at the rate at which they 
were bought, is calculated by the experts 
in the Controller’s office at 31-5 per cent. 
per annum. 

“The earning power with all premiums 
paid,” said one of the experts yesterday, 
“‘will not vary one one-hundredth of 1 
per cent. from 31-5 per cent. The bonds 
all bear interest at 3% per cent., and the 
average life of the bonds is twenty-three 
years.”’ 

The Sinking Fund Commission awarded 
the whole issue to Vermilye & Co. on the 
ground that theirs was the best average 
bid, 

Controller Fitch was very well satisfied 
with the result of the big sale. The Mayor 
said that he believed better prices would 
have been obtained if the bids had not 
been opened until the European money 
market had become settled. The Control- 
ler said it was a great pity the bonds could 
not have been sold some time ago, when 
the city was placing its bonds at 2% per 
cent. and better. 

There was some bidding this time that 
did not find favor with the Sinking Fund 
Commissioners, although the premiums of- 
fered were very high. The premiums were 
so high, in fact, that the Controller in- 
Stituted an investigation into the financial 
character of some of the bidders. Reports 
made to the Controller were to the effect 
that C. Boalaski, who bid for $600,000 of 
the bonds at rates varying from 115 to 1138, 
lived in a hall bedroom at 612 Sixth Street, 
for which he paid $1.25 a week. The land- 
lady told the Controiller’s men that Mr. 
Boalaski was anxious to secure work. 

S._ Herzberg bid for an allotment of 
$9,352,849.33. He gave his address care of 
the Mutual Life Insurance Company of St. 
Louis. It was ascertained, according to a 
report made to.the Controller, that Herz- 
berg was empiJyed by J. E. Baker, the 
general agent of the Mutual! Life Insurance 
Company of St. Louis, and that the com- 
pany, itself had nothing to do with hiring 

m. 

There were several similar cases. Irre- 
sponsible bidders very -frequently put in 
bids in the hope of getting an award and 
then selling the award to some one who 
could take the bonds. Some-of the un- 
known bidders bid so high that an opinion 
was obtained by the Sinking Fund Commis- 
sioners from the Corporation Counsel to the 
effect that under the circumstances it would 
be best to award the bonds to the highest 
average bidders for the whole amount, but 
that if any of the higher bidders who are 
not regarded as wholly sincere in their of- 
fers should come forward with the money 
for the bonds,-they would have a claim 
against the city for their share of the 
bonds. 2 

The bonds were awarded to Vermilye & 
*Co.- with the understanding that if any 
of these bidders did come forward to make 
gocd they could get the bonds without going 
to law. The big premiums offered by 5. 
Herzberg, for instance, attracted the atten- 
tion of the Controller. He offered $10,330,- 
671.53 for $9,352,849.33 of the bonds. To 
avoid such complication in future, the Sink- 
ing Fund Cmmissioners adopted a resolution 
that in all sales of city bonds hereatter 
each bid must be accompanied by a certified 
check for a reasonable amount. The Con- 
troller said afterward that-he thought a 
certified check for 5 per cent. of the offer 
would prevent the making of bids by irre- 
sponsible persons. Ae 

The bid of J. P. Morgan & Co. for $7,000,- 
000 at 105.29 could not be accepted because 
Vermilye & Co.’s bid was for all or none, 
and. had the Morgan 
might have been necessary 
the rest of the issue. 

If all of the bids had been genuine the 
premium on a sale of $14,052,847.83 of the 
issue would have been $1,429,372.50. 

The questioned bids, besides those 
Boalaski and Herzberg, included those 
F. K. Burlingame, who offered 
premium on $700,000; 
fered $99,000 premium on $1,100,000, and 
Alexander Thompson, who offered $142,000 
on $1,500,000.

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THE FLOOR FELL THROUGH. 


It Was in a Vesey Street Building— 
No One Was Hurt. 


Two thousand chests of tea crashed 
through ‘the second floor of the Great Atlan- 
tic and Pacific Tea Company’s building, at 
85 and 37 Vesey Street, at 7:50 o’clock yes- 
terday morning, wrecking the second floor 
and destroying the fixtures and store front 
of the tea company’s salesroom on the 
ground floor. Twenty men employed by the 
tea establishment would have been in the 
building ten minutes later, and it is difficult 
to see how any of them could have es- 
caped death. 

The building is an old one, five stories 
high, and occupied by three firms. It is 
owned by De Lancey Kane. The gyound 
floor, basement, and second floor are occu- 
pied by ‘the tea company, the grownd floor 
as a salesroom and the second floor and 
basement for the storage of tea im chests. 
Teh third floor is used by Henry I. Cain as 
a printing office and the fourth floor by 
Beckett & Bradford, bookbinders and print- 
ers. 

The seventy-five employes of Beckett & 
Bradford, including eighteen women, went 
to work at 7 o’clock yesterday morning, as 
did also the fifteen men employed by Henry 
I. Cain. 

The fact that the tea company’s twenty 
employes came to work an hour later saved 
their lives. 

Roundsman Bailey of the Church Street 
Police Station was passing through Vescy 
Street on the other side whem the crash 
occurred. The neise could be heard for 
blocks in every direction, and a crowd of 
people on their way to work collected in a 
moment, but gave the building @ wide 
berth. The ground floor store front fell 
outward, and the crowd watched to see the 
front wall collapse. Roundsman Bailey did 
not know that the ground floor had been 
unoccupied, and dasned bravely into the 
building. On the third and fourth floors 
he found the workmen pursuing their work, 
and told them to get out, ies “ 

A fire alarm was sent in, and Capi. W es- 
tervelt, with the reserves from the Church 
Street Station, arrived speedily and subdued 
the incipient panic among the tenants. An 
examination of the buiiding showed that 
the floor, beyond a doubt, had been over- 
loaded. The Building Department will in- 
vestigate as soon as the wrecked chests of 
tea have been removed. ' 

The accident ‘and the excitement which it 
caused necessitated the presence at. the 
scene of police from the Church street 
Station for a part of the day. 





A LONELY WOMAN’S SUICIDE. 


The Victim Is Thought to Have Money 
in Bank. 


Mrs. Margaret Seiley, fifty-three years 
old, committed suicide in the third floor 
back room of a lodging house at 20S West 
Eleventh Street with illuminating gas some 
time before noon yesterday. 

She was known there as the widow of 
an English army officer, but there is rea- 
son to believe that her husband is stiil 
living, as indicated by letters found in her 
room. There are several letters signed J. 
D. Seiley, written from various parts of 
Iowa and from St. Louis, showing that she 
was upon friendly terms with the writer, 
whom the police suppose to be her hus- 
band. The last of them is postmarked 
“Nov. 2, 1896.” and is from a small town 
in Iowa. .The suicide told the landlady 
that hér husband had been dead two years. 
There is another letter from the Chief of 
Police of St. Louis in answer. to a letter 
of inquiry from the woman | that 
he locate and give information the 
whereabouts of J. D. Seiley. eA 

The letter from tne Chief of Police says 
J. D. Seiley had been found living with a 
woman supposed to be his wife at 4,005 
Forest Avenue, St. Louis, and that the 
woman when seen said her husband was

ky house. That letter was dated 1504. 

Mrs. Seiley was regarded as .a mystery 
in the lodging house. She came there last 
and toid the landlady, Mrs. Goble, 
that she had been living at Lyndhurst, 
N. J. She attended church regularly at 
the Metropolitan Tabernacle, at k’ourteenth 
Street and Seventh Avenue, but nothing 
of her history was known there. She was 
suffering from cataract of the eyes and 
feared blindness. In her room were found 
bank books indicating deposits of $1,735 in 
the Greenwich Savings Bank, $1,100 in the 
Bleecker Street Savings Bank, and $940 in 
the Manhattan Savings Institution. She 
the landlady that she had two sons, 

married and had lived, 
wives, in Fiftieth Street. They 
were, she said, both graduates of the Ste- 
of Technology. One had left 
his wife and had gone to Russia to accept 
a position as an electrical engineer and tne 
she was about to follow. 
Seiley had told Mrs. Goble that if 
seemed to get worse she would 
go into darkness with them” rather than 
wait for total blindness. Mrs. Goble be- 
lieved that she meant that she would com- 
mit. suicide. 

The police of the Charies Street Station 
took charge of the woman’s papers and 
two pocketbooks containing $54.04, and the 
Coroners’ office was at once notified. Every

The building, which is a five-story brick 
and stone structure, is being built by W. H. 
Payne, who will lease it to the city fora 
long term of years. Its dimensions are 40 
by 50, and it adjoins the old Payne man- 
sion, a handsome building, in Gothic style, 
surrounded by a lawn and a fancy iron rail- 
ing. The main floor of the mansion will be 
occupied by the inspection room, the Cap- 
tain’s and Sergeants’ quarters. In the new 
building, which stands in the rear of the 
old, connected by a short passageway are 
the cells on the ground floor, and up stairs 
the dormitories and doorman’s rooms. The 
establishment of this station house will 
cut the Thirty-third Precinct, now in charge 
of Capt. Creeden, in half. This is the larg- 
est precinct in the city, and for several 
years citizens have been clamoring for an- 
other station house and more policemen, 
claiming that they did not receive proper 
protection. As a matter of fact, some of 
the posts in the Thirty-third are so large 
that a patrolman can only make one tour 
of them during his period of duty. The 
opening of the new station house will not 
only be hailed with delight by the citizens, 
but by the patrolmen of the Thirty-third 
Precinct, whose quarters at One Hundred 
and Sixty-first Street and Third Avenue 
are at present very cramped and inadequate 
to the demands made upon them. The men 
claim that they are unhealthy, being directly 
over the stables where the horses are kept, 
and very cold and draughty in Winter,

MERCHANTS NOT WORRIED 





PAY LITTLE ATTENTION TO THH 
NEW SIDEWALK ORDER.

Several Allege that They Have Not 
Yet Received Not.ces from the De- 
partment of Public Works— 
Others Say Tuey Will Ac- 
quiesce. 


The crusade of the Department of Public 
Works against sidewalk obstructions has 
excited very little comment in the district 
in which it was claimed it would be felt 
the most. There appears to be a universal 
agreement among the parties interested to 


treat the matter lightly or content them- 
selves with referring the matter to attor- 
neys. 7 

The majority of property holders and tene 
ants say they have not received any no- 
tice and of course will not decide what to 
do until the necessity for action appears. 
They claim that the department is mag- 
nifying the extent of the violations in the 
district. 

Horace S. Ely, the well-known reai estate 
dealer, told a reporter for THE NEW-YORK, 
TiMEs yesterday he did nzt regard the move 
as one of very great importance. He > 
thought the great majority of property 
holders would readily aceede to the de- 
mands of the department. Mr. Ely said he 
favored the move. ‘I do not care to walk 
over vault doors,” he said. 

It was impossible to see either Gen. 
Charles H. T. Collis, Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works, or his deputy. Both gentlemen 
sent out word when the reporter called that 
they were too busy to see any one. 

At the Bureau of Incumbrances, nowever, 
it was said that the department contemplate 
ed immediate action against all offenders. 
Henry H. Lloyd, Chief Clerk, admitted that 
individual notices had been sent to property 
holders. He instanced as examples the Ho- 
tel Savoy, Fifth Avenue and Fifty-ninth 
Street; Louise & Co.,. 294 Fifth Avenue; 

deorge F. Vetter’s Sons, 35 and 37 West 
Twenty-third Street; the Metropolitan Club, 
and 444 Park Avenue. It was also said that 
other notices had been sent or were being — 
prepared. These were in the possession of 
the Deputy Commissioner of Pukiic Works. 
It was impossible to get them. 

George F. Vetter’s Sons, furniture dealers, 
55 and 87 West Twenty-third Street, who 
received one of the notices, were seen yes- 
terday about the matter. At this place it is 
claimed that the opening to the vauit ex- 
tends further from the building line than 
the ordinance permits. A member of the 
firm said the notice directs them to have 

the opening set back within the five-foot 
limit within thirty days. To do this wili, 
they claim, force them to close their doors. 
One of the firm’s representatives said he 
had been down to the Bureau of Incum- 
brances and asserted this fact. ‘‘ ‘ Close up, 
then,’’’ he gaid, “was the answer : rex 
ceived.” ‘he building is. owned by the: 
Beldens. 

At Louise & Co.’s, 294 Fifth Avenue, it 
was admitted that notices had been re~ 
ceived. None of the firm would say any- 
thing more than that the matter had been 
referred to their attorneys for advice. 

Louise & Co. are alleged.to have their vault 
opening too far out on the public thorough- 
fare. 

The Hate] Savoy. was.another- recipient of 
a notice. The manager of the hotel said 
the demand..of the department..appeared. 
reasonable, and every effort would-be made 
to comply immediately. The . complaint 
against them was concerning th2 epenings 
leading to their engine rooms. 

At the Metropolitan Club no one seemed 
to know anything about the matter. It wag 
said -there that if any notice had been re 
veived it was referred to the proper parties, 
who would investigate the matier.

NAPOLEON SARONY BURIED. 


Father Ducey Performed the Services 
and Spoke of His Friend. 


Napoleon Sarony, the famous photog- 
rapher, who died suddenly on Monday, was 
buried yesterday morning in Greenwood 
Cemetery. In St. Leo’s Church, where the 
service of the dead was conducted by the 
pastor, the Rev. Thomas J. Ducey, were 
hundreds of mourning friends, representa- 
tives of the clubs in which he was once one 
of the most active of members, men of 
fame in the art world, and actors and act- 
resses whose names and faces he had helped 
make familiar to the public. 

Father Ducey celebrated a low mass of 
requiem, and, at its close, made a brief 
eulogy. ‘‘I knew Sarony since my boy~ 
hood,’”’ he said; ‘*he was an artist of inter- 
national repute, a friend whose friendship 
was an honor. When I look back upon the 
last fifteen years and contemplate how 
many eminent men whom I knew, in every 
profession, have passed away, I find myself 
with few of the friends ef my youth and 
early manhood left. 

‘“‘Let us not, in the future, be unmind- ~ 
ful of th® dear friend for whose eternal 
welfare we are praying to-day. Let us al- 
ways remember him in our prayers.” 

The casket that contained the body of 
the artist was covered with beautiful flow~ 
ers: Those who escorted it to the grave 
were Sarony’s friends of many _years—Ed 
Moran, the marine painter; William M. 
Chase, C. Y. Turner, and J. H. Dolph. 

In the sanctuary sat the Rev. Sylvester 
Malone of Brooklyn, who officiated at Sa- 
rony’s marriage, forty years ago. The chief 
mourners were the widow, Otto Sarony, the 
son, and E. G. Murphy, a nephew.

«A. bad-weather market. Declines gen- 
eral, but almost wholly fractional. Of 
stocks changing as much as a whole 
point, more went up than went down.

Wall Street activity diminished consid- 
erably yesterday. The weather was dis- 
ecouraging enough to keep influential oper- 
ators out of the Stock Exchange district, 
and those whe were at business seemed 
to reflect depressing weather conditions. 
People who have had much Wall Street ex- 
perience do not have to be told that bad 
weather is not an unusual disturber’ of stock 
market tendencies. 

+,* 

Some stocks were sold to enable recent 
buyers to take accumulated profits. Much 
of the selling was of this sort. Oddly 
enough, there were few raids of consequence 
enough to attract attention. Leaders of the 
professional bear element in the Street seem 
to have been finally convinced that they can 
profit by waiting longer than hitherto they 
have been inclined to wait. 

*,* 

These bears started out right after the 
election to hammer the market on the the- 
ory that quotations were already too high. 
They have been able to accomplish nothing 
but their own discomfiture. Comparison of 
highest recent prices show amply that there 
has been no such discounting of better con- 
ditions as the bear campaigners suggested— 
whether the comparisons be made with the 
figures that prevailed when Mr. McKinley 
was nominated, or with quotations which 
ruled this time last year. Even yet, with 
all the advances that have been scored, 
active stocks are on an average below 
where they were both last June and last 
November. 

+,* 

One influential factor in the course of yes- 
terday’s market was the turn of affairs 
taken at the annual meeting of the Man- 
hattan Elevated Railway Company. Plans 
entered upon some time ago were, at the 
last moment, wholly abandoned. Instead of 
electing important outside financiers to fill 
vacancies in the directory, Mr. Gould and 
Mr. Sage substituted representatives of their 
own financial household. Wall Street con- 
strued this as signifying that it disposed 
of the recently revived negotiations between 
controlling interests in the elevated and 
traction systems, 

*,* 

As a matter of fact, these negotiations 
are still on. The routine action at the 
Manhattan meeting was after a full under- 
standing with the chief interests on the 
other side. The negotiations are not 
dropped. They will before long be at the 
front again. more vigorously than ever. 
Meanwhile, however, it looks as if insiders, 
having arranged a hide-and-seek policy, 
have sold Manhattan stock freely, and per- 
haps would like to see the price react. 

*,* 

Advices from abroad continue to the effect 
that buying of American stocks by foreign 
investors is sure soon to develop materi- 
ally. Practically every Stoek Exchange firm 
with international connection has large or- 
ders to execute in any market reaction, 
while if prices suddenly become buoyant 
again these firms say they anticipate that 
their foreign clients will cease hesitating 
and order purchases at the market. 

*,* 

Reaction talk, which has been fashionable 
ever since the election started the market 
upward, has become pretty vehement, Chief- 
ly, however, it comes from speculators short 
of stocks. Upon the other hand, many 
operators whose interests are on the bull 
side do not hesitate to declare that the set- 
back which the market has already had will 
exert healthful influences. Indeed, indica- 
tions are not lacking that some of these 
same bull operators have really been aiding 
the reaction. None of them, however, abate 
one jot of their belief in the further de- 
velopment of the market. They are all as 
enthusiastic as ever in anticipating activity 
and strength far beyond any recent Wall 
Street record,

MUNICIPAL BOND ACTIVITY. 


Conditions in the market for municipal 
bonds have changed materially in the week 
that has passed since the election. Where 
previous to that time there was stagnation 
and a shrinkage in values, there is now 
activity and advancing prices. 

Wall Street firms handling municipal se- 
curities are unanimous in their belief in a 
broader and higher market for the immedi- 
ate future. They point out a constantly 
increasing inquiry and a corresponding in- 
crease in the disposition on the part of in- 
vestors to keep their securities. 

Half a score of prominent houses were 
seen yesterday with regard to the demand 
for municipal issues, and without exception 
they report considerable betterment in the 
market, with all likelihood that improved 
conditions will go much further. 


Said Mr. William A. Read of Messrs. 
Vermilye & Co., to whom yesterday were 
allotted the entire new issue of New-York 
City bonds: 

“There is an excellent demand for all 
kinds of bonds, and the market for the 
municipal issues is not behind the rest. 
There can be no better example of the sen- 
timent than that shown by the results of 
New-York’s bond sale on Tuesday. Two 
months ago the city could not get reason- 
able bids; on Tuesday bidders were falling 
over one another to get the same securities. 

“Ever since the election a constantly in- 
creasing demand has stiffened prices con- 
siderably. The sound-money victory was 
all that was needed to reassure people and 
to show them that they need have no fear 
about investing their capital. Immediately 
after they heard the result of the eleetion 
they began to unlock their money and to 
put it into investment securities. 

“T expeci to see the demand continue to 
increase and prices to advance as confi- 
dence returns and improvement spreads. 
There is a great quantity of money yet to 
be invested, and municipal securities will 
get their full share of public attention. 

“There is no disposition on the part of 
holders to part with their bonds. On 
the contrary, the tendency is in the ‘other 
direction. Investors are disposed to in- 
crease their lines, and much of the recent 
buying in the bond market has been by peo- 
ple who held their securities during the pe- 
riod of depression, and who now are look- 
ing for bargains to add to their line of 
securities. 

“The outlook is most promising. Return- 
ing confidence and business improvement 
will keep activity in the investment secur- 
ity market, and will still further increase 
demands and advance values.’’ 


Mr. N. W. Halsey of N. W. Harris & Co. 
said: 

“The most interesting event in connec- 
tion. with municipal securities recently has 
been the splendid success of the New-York 
sale this week. The great demand from 
dealers, trustees, and individuals for the 
3% per cent. bonds, as shown by the large 
number of bids filed and the high prices 
offered, is good evidence of the favor in 
which bonds of this description are held by 
the public. Last week’s Brooklyn sale, al- 
though not such a flattering success so far 
as the city is concerned, has been a very 
profitable transaction to those who were so 
fortunate as to secure the bonds at a time 
when people had hardly begun to appreciate 
the results of the election. 

** We find the investing public all through 
New-England and the Middle States quite 
alive to the fact that they must act prompt- 
ly if municipals are to be secured at pres- 
ent attractive prices, and each new sale 
by a municipality shows an increased num- 
ber of bidders and an advancing tendency in 
price, In the Central West there has been 
a material contraction in the issue of mu- 
nicipal bonds, except for refunding pur- 
poses, aS in most of the States the law re- 
quires an issue of bonds to be submitted to 
the voters, and on account of the low prices 
which have been ruling for all agricultural 
products, people in that section have grown 
more and more economical and taxpayers 
have been very pronounced in their oppo- 
sition to an increase in the public debt. In 
the States further west, including the Pa- 
cific coast, the issue of new bonds for an 
additional amount has practically ceased, 
as in many cases the improvements already 
made are up to the present requirements, 
and greater opposition is shown there 
against the incurring of further indebted- 
ness than has been shown even in the 
Central Western States. + 

“So that the aggregate amount of munic- 
ipal bonds to go on the market in the near 
future is much less than we usually expect 
at this time of the year. Notwithstanding 
the large number of sales deferred until aft- 
er election by the various municipalities, the 
aggregate amount of Western and Southern 
municipal bonds prospectively to be issued 
and later to go on the market is more than 
$7,000,000 less than on Novy. 1, 1895. 

“The same conditions substantially pre- 
vail as to high-grade corporation bonds, and 
in my opinion conservative issues will be 
readily absorbed. 

“In view of the lack of the more desirable 
municipal issues that investors ordinarily 
expect to yield them from 4% to 5 per cent., 
we anticipate that there will be more act- 
ivity in bonds based on municipal fran- 
chises, such as street railway and water 
company loans, than there has been for 
several years past. This prediction, we be- 
lieve, will particularly apply to those prop- 
erties that have weathered the storm of the 
last five years with a clean financial record. 
Any street railroad or water company that 
has been able to meet all obligations and 
keep itself in good condition during the un- 
usual period of depression since 1890, will 
form a fine basis for a safe issue of bonds. 
Then, too, there has been a decided ten- 
dency on the part of cities toward restric- 
tion in the granting of franchise rights 
to corporations. 

* All these facts will have a tendency, in 
our opinion, to strengthen the issues that 
are conservatively capitalized, well man- 
aged, and come to the public through repu- 
table channels.” 


Mr. William H. Remick of R. L. Day & 
Co. said: 

“In the week since the election there has 
been a material increase ‘in the demand for 
municipal bonds. I think it has amounted 





to fully as much as was expected. Prices

have stiffened, and the market generally 


has shown an excellent tone. , 
“Furthermore, there is e¢ery indication 


that we shall see a still better demand.. 


Hoarded money is coming out, and business 
conditions are steadily improving. People, 
once more reassured, are putting their 
money into investment securities, and mu- 
nicipal securities will share largely in the 
demand. . 

“There are quite a:number of municipal 
bond issues now pending. Many cities and 
towns, profiting by the experience of New- 
York and other cities previous to the elec- 
tion, deferred their issues until a more 
propitious time. Now various Western 
towns are announcing themselves as pre- 
paring to receive bids, and some New- 
England towns are in like position. This 
fact must be taken into consideration when 
the outlook for municipal securities is dis- 
cussed. 

“IT see no reason why the demand should 
not show steady improvement for some time 
to come, nor why there should not be sub- 
stantial appreciation in values. Confidence 
is growing, and the revival in trade will go 
far to give investors further reassurance.” 


Messrs. C. H. White & Co. say: 

“ Possibly the demand for municipal bonds 
is not as heavy as might be expected, but it 
has increased largely since the election, 
and prices have shown good advances. Just 
at present the market for railroad securi- 
ties and speculative stocks is showing more 
activity than that for municipal issues— 
due, probably, to the expectation of a boom 
in prices and the chances for quicker and 


_larger speculative profits. 


** But the tone of the market for munici- 
pals is excellent. That is well shown by 
the bidding for the New-York issue on 
Tuesday. There is every prospect of a 
steadily increasing demand that will send 
values to a higher level and create activity 
in the market such as we have not seen 
for some time. 

“With the coming improvement in gen- 
eral business and the release of hoarded 
money, I believe prices for investment se- 
curities will go where they were in the 
early part of 1894, just after the panic of 
1893, when there was a large demand and 
considerable activity in the investment de- 
partment, 

“The outlook is very bright—everybody 
realizes that. All indications point to wide- 
spread business improvement, and a res- 
toration of confidence that will bring out a 
great buying movement in investment se- 
curities.” 





AND WHAT CAN THIS MEAN? 
Woerishoffer & Co. write: ‘Some men 
may be able to draw large bank checks 
who are an absolute disadvantage to any 
property; and, what is more unfortunate 
for the minority, too frequently Boards of 
Direction are filled up by persons without 
ability or responsibility, who merely act as 
automatons, One-man power is often a 
great success when it represents ability, en- 
terprise, and integrity, but it is baneful and 
ruinous when lacking in those essentials.” 





BOSTON OPINION, 


The Boston Transcript says in its financial 
review: 

“It is useless to analyze particular stocks. 
It is the general situation and outlook which 
have changed, and it is on the prospects of 
what can be earned on stocks now that the 
era of acute financial agitation is believed to 


be ended. In other words, the drags to bus-- 


iness, the killing agitation of unsound prop- 
ositions, are removed and business has a 
chance, since the voice of the people spoke 
in vindication of the rule of three and of 
the rights of industry. Truly Burlington 
and Manhattan were worth more than 58 
and 73%, respectively, on their merits; it 
was the Bryan scare that drove them there 
in August. It is the revival of confidence 
and the grand outlook for good times that 
give them values $30 higher in less than 
three months. All of which goes to show 
that, independent of what stocks earn or 
pay, or of anything intrinsic to their indi- 
vidual position, is the fact that they are 
worth just what sentiment makes them, and 
sentiment amounts to a great deal in the 
stock market, the popular idea to the con- 
trary notwithstanding.” 


The Herald of the same city says: 


“All the news that State Street has had 
since the election has been favorable. It 
has told of industries starting, and said the 
Cuban question would be referred by the 
present Administration to its successor. 
which would signify that no disturbance 
would spring from that source for several 
months. It has told, further, that the 
and Europe were taxed to their uttermost 
freighting facilities between this country 
and that exports were restricted for lack 
of charters. It has told, as well, that ex- 
change was rising, silver declining, and cop- 
per going up again. That exchange should 
rise on the settlement of sterling loans 
creates no concern. The margin between 
the present and gold exporting price of ex- 
change is still considerable, and the Treas- 
ury gold is mounting to satisfactory figures. 
It has told of activity in the note market 
and of comfortable loan rates—4@5 per cent. 
in New-York and 54%@6% here—on call.” 





MAKING CAREFUL CANVASSES, 


Wall Street is not permitting enthusiasm 
over the outlook for prosperity to interfere 
with its judgment. Many operators and 
firms on the Stock Exchange with large 
market interests are making cool and cal- 
culating investigations of business condi- 
tions on which to form opinions as to the 
market values ahead. Almost universally 
such investigations disclose features in the 
situation more encouraging even than have 
been generally represented. Mills are ev- 
erywhere resuming activity, labor is uni- 
versally employed, and in the commercial as 
well as in the industrial world there is a 
marked improvement. 

One Stock Exchange house has received 
letters this week from over a hundred cor- 
respondents scattered through the country, 
replying to a ‘telegraphic inquiry sent from 
Wall Street as to what business men in the 
smaller towns of the country think of the 
outlook. Without a single exception these 
responses are full of encouragement. 

Along this line the crop expert, 8S. T. K. 
Prime, has entered into an arrangement 
with the Monetary Trust by which he will 
make a protracted trip throughout the 
West, on which to base formal reports to 
President Carley of railway traffic, crops, 
and business conditions generally. He will 
take up each of the big ‘Western systems 
separately, and his reports will command 
attention here, for in Wall Street Mr. Prime 
has long been a recognized authority on the 
Western situation. 





WALL STREET TALK. 


The tactics pursued a week ago to per- 
suade the Street that Mr. Rockefeller was 
selling all his St. Paul stock were resumed 
yesterday. Brokers who are credited with 
being close to Mr. Rockefeller sold St. Paul 
and other stocks after a fashion which 
showed that one of the chief ambitions was 
to attract attention. When they did this a 
week ago it was preliminary to a quick and 
substantial rise. Wall Street hippodromes 
are usually things to be shy of. 

*,* 

Burlington and Quincy’s declaration of its 
established dividend without a sudden in- 
crease was to some extent a bear consola- 
tion yesterday. An officer of the Burlington 
Company says: ‘‘We are earning more 
than we are paying. We will soon pay 
more. There is no use hurrying. The 
better times ahead of us need not be dis- 
counted in advance. Our prosperity is small 
now, compared with what it will be. And 
it will last for years.”’ 

*,* 

Ohio bituminous coal railroads, having 
‘agreed to form an association to last for 
three years, are now in harmony on a prac- 
tical basis for the first time in a long while, 
A week hence coal operators in the Ohio 
district will meet to fioin in this movement.

Though a majority of the Directors of the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company were yes- 
terday in favor of resuming cash dividends, 
it was finally officially agreed that it would 
be better to husband the treasury’s re- 
sources until the close of this year. An im- 
portant insider made this frank confession: 

“* We have earned the dividend and have ample 
funds from which to pay it and still retain a 
handsome surplus. And we postpone the payment 
only temporarily. With the beginning of 1897 
at the furthest we will go on a permanent divi- 
dend-paying basis. We count confidently upon 
large Government assistance in furthering the 
development of the American carrying trade. 
The Pacific Mail Company will get more consid- 
eration from the next Administration than has 
been within our reach in a good many years.

Their Only

". Clapp &.Co., bankers and brokers, whose 
main office was in the Mills Building, as- 
signed yesterday to William F. Davis, Jr., 
their head bookkeeper. There were no pref- 
erences. Liabilities were placed at from 
$150,000 to $200,000. Assets will depend 
Jargely on what can be collected from those 
in debt to the firm. 

The firm was composed of Ozro W. Clapp, 
one of the oldest living members of the 
Chicago Board of Trade, and his son, 
Dwight O. Clapp. The main office of the 
firm was vast and luxurious. An army of 
clerks, telegraph operators, and typewrit- 
ers was employed. Branch offices were at 
277 and 621 Broadway, 735 Fifth Avenue, 
and 6 Harrison Street. 

The firm was started ten years ago, and 
in 1891 was formed as at present. The 
senior member began business in Chicago 
in 1858, and failed for a million dollars in 
1873 on a grain deal. He settled in full with 
his creditors. After doing business as a 
broker in Chicago for some years, he came 
to New-York and launched the firm of 
Clapp & Co. 

Clapp & Co. were members of the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade and of the New-York 
Cotton and Produce Exchanges. Dwight O. 
Clapp in 1894 resigned as a member of the 
Consolidated Exchange, when he applied 
for membership in the Stock Exchange. 
The application was rejected. 

The assignment of the firm was due to 
bearing the wheat market. As the Street 
put it, Clapp & Co. banked on Bryan’s elec- 


tion and speculated before Nov. 4, to be 
swamped by the rise in cereals. 

The attorneys for Assignee Davis are 
Simpson & Werner, and, in regard to the 
failure, Mr. Louis erner said: 

“Clapp & Co. did a very large business. 
They had 3,000 customers, and_their deal- 
ings were practically in every State in the 
Union. They dealt in any and every thing. 
‘As to assets, they will be simply collections 
of money due the firm. Yes, they were 
‘bears’ on wheat, and started in before 


election. 

“The labilities to brokers and bankers 
will not exceed $5,000, and there were no 
outstanding contracts on any exchange.
